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Willie 
Sworn In

F ormer state Assembly Speaker Willie Brown 
was sworn in as San Francisco’s mayor Mon¬ 
day, January 8. With thousands in attendance. 
Brown took the oath of office in front of the 
Martin Luther King Jr. memorial fountain in down¬ 
town’s Yerba Buena Gardens, and wasted little time 
setting the tone of his administration. 

Brown kicked off the festivities by taking a phone 
call from President Bill Clinton, joking with the chief 
executive that the president should be in Sain Francis¬ 
co, because “there’s no snow, and no Republicans.” 

Then it was down to business as Brown used his 
inaugural address to begin carrying out his campaign 
promise to make his administration one for all San 
Franciscans, no matter their race, sexual orientation, 
or religion. 

“I have said this will be an action administration,” 
Brown said. “I have said the decision process with my 
administration will be swift.” 

With that, he named veteran police officer Fred 
Lau to become the first Asian-American to become 
the department’s chief, and veteran detective Earl 
Sanders, an African-American, to be assistant chief. 

Brown then named Bob Demmons as the first 
black to head the city’s Fire Department. 

The mayor acknowledged he had not talked with 
either man but felt confident they would accept their 
new assignments. In fact, it is not the mayor’s job to 


make the appointments; the police and fire commis¬ 
sions have that authority. 

Brown also announced the appointment of long¬ 
time lesbian activist Pat Norman to the city’s Police 
Commission. 


“My administration will not be plagued by leaks,” 
said Brown. “I told no one of these [nomination] de¬ 
cisions. ... I will listen to those who advise me - but 
I, and I alone, will make the announcements.” 

The mayor also called for a summit of neighbor¬ 
hood, government, and business leaders to be staged 
during his first 100 days in office, to chart a plan to re¬ 
vitalize the city. 

In that regard, Brown said he would back a $150 
million federal bond issue to stimulate housing starts 
within the city, particularly the long-delayed Mission 
Bay development in the China Basin District. 

Brown also promised to do everything in his 
power to get voters to approve a zoning change so the 
San Francisco Giants can build a new stadium in 
downtown San Francisco. 

“I intend to see there is a ball park built in this 
town,” he said. “I will do everything I can to save our 
two ball teams.” 

With that, the party began. Brown’s inaugural staff 
planned a bash at a converted pier along the city’s 
wharf, featuring music from the likes of Huey Lewis 
and the News and Carlos Santana. ▼

Salvation Army Client

A man be¬ 
lieved re¬ 
sponsible 
for at least 
six taxicab hijack¬ 
ings, using the inter¬ 
section of 18th and 
Castro as his jump¬ 
ing off point, was 
wrestled out of a cab 
and held for police 
by a cab driver 
whom he allegedly 
tried to rob Satur¬ 
day, January 6. 

Joseph Kristof- 
ferson, 39, was ar¬ 
rested in the late af- - 

temoon after he re¬ 
portedly tried to rob a 230-pound, 6’ 3” DeSoto cabby who drove 
him to a Bemal Heights location. 

Driver Herbert V. Gee told authorities the much smaller suspect 
tried to choke him with a seat belt, sprayed tear gas in his face, and 
then kicked him in the chest when Gee tried to grab Kristofferson. 

Kristofferson managed to escape the cab - but immediately ran 
down a dead-end street. 

Gee blocked the exit until police arrived, who arrested Kristof¬ 
ferson and booked him on four felony counts. Authorities suspect 
he may be have carried out six hold-ups in a string of cab robberies 
beginning November 26. 

Only two days before Kristofferson’s arrest, a highjacked cab 
was found abandoned in the parking garage of the Cala supermar-

D espite Salvation Army 
claims that it does not dis¬ 
criminate against lesbians 
and gays, a gay man says 
he got the shaft from the social 
service agency while he was in 
midst of a life-and-death battle 
with injection drugs. 

The story is just one told by 
former Army clients to the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

Christopher Koppel, 47, now 
lives in Washington, D.C. and has 
been clean and sober for four 
years. He is off the street, a regu¬ 
lar member of gay 12-step alcohol 
and substance abuse recovery 
groups, and is in a long-term and 
stable relationship with a man he 
deeply loves. 

From all appearances and his 
own testimony, Koppel has been 
very successful in turning his life 
around, but he says it’s no thanks 


to the Salvation Army in San 
Francisco. 

Koppel was addicted to 
methamphetamine and intimately 
familiar with the harsh life of a 
Tenderloin street addict when he 
turned to the Salvation Army for 
shelter and rehabilitation in the 
late 1980s. 

“I was in their Harbor Light 
program, but I used drugs and 
went into their detox program,” 
Koppel remembers. 

After he successfully complet¬ 
ed the alcohol and drug detox pro¬ 
gram, Koppel was referred to the 
Army’s Adult Rehabilitation Cen¬ 
ter on Valencia Street. 

But the course of early recov¬ 
ery is rarely a simple transition 
from being strung out to being 
sober, and while on a weekend 
pass from the program, Koppel 
again relapsed and shot drugs dur¬ 
ing the last week of his six-month 
stay at the ARC. 


Koppel told the Army that he’d 
relapsed and was told that he 
would not be expelled from the re¬ 
covery program because the Army 
believed he was sincere about his 
efforts to rehabilitate himself. 

However, a few days after the 
relapse, when a vulnerable and 
uncertain Koppel was receiving 
counseling from a Salvation Army 
captain, he learned that the offer 
of continued practical help and 
shelter and emotional and spiritu¬ 
al assistance came with an anti¬ 
gay price tag. 

“My homosexuality was just a 
sinful thing. That was the way he 
basically looked at it,” Koppel 
told the Bay Area Reporter. “And 
he told me that I drank and used 
drugs because I could not accept 
my homosexuality. 

“It’s in their credo that homo-

CUAV To Hold Lesbian 
Domestic Violence Forums

Four workshops designed to 
get lesbians out of domestic vio¬ 
lence situations, or prevent them 
from ever happening, will be 
sponsored by Community United 
Against Violence (CUAV) in the 
next few weeks. 

“The workshops are aimed at 
queer women,” volunteer coordi¬ 
nator and community organizer 
Nhu Guong told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “This was part of a grant to 
organize four forums aimed at the 
women’s community. CUAV has 
traditionally served men, and 
we’re trying to outreach to women 
in the community.” 

The reasons why domestic vio¬ 
lence occurs among lesbian cou¬ 
ples are exactly the same as for 
heterosexual couples, although the 
no-talk rules are even stricter 
among queers, she said. Despite a 
flood of recent publicity, aimed at 
educating both lesbians and police 
officers who might get called to 


the scene of a battering, Guong 
said the situation has improved 
only slightly. 

Police officers still may not 
recognize the dynamics when re¬ 
sponding to a call, even here in 
San Francisco, where they have 
received training about domestic 
violence in gay relationships. 

“I think people are beginning 
to talk about it more,” Guong said, 
“but the fact is that it remains an 
issue that people do not want to 
face. We do not want the rest of 
society to use it against us. 

“It is difficult for police to be¬ 
lieve that battering is going on. 

“And they will many times ar¬ 
rest both parties.” 

What Can They Do? 

CUAV will assist battered les¬ 
bians by helping obtain temporary 
restraining orders, she said, and 
Greg Merrill and Rebeca Rivera 
of CUAV’s gay men’s domestic 
violence project often go to court 
if someone decides to prosecute. 


The service organization also has 
a crisis hotline. 

The two discussions on vio¬ 
lence will be held at the Dolores 
Street Community Center, located 
at 938 Valencia Street. “Hate Moti¬ 
vated Violence Against Women” is 
scheduled for Saturday, January 27 
from 1 to 4 p.m. “Lesbian Domes¬ 
tic Violence” will be held on Tues¬ 
day, February 13 from 6 to 9 p.m. 

Two follow-up self-defense 
classes will be held at 973 Market 
Street, located across from the 
Warfield. A $5 fee will be charged. 
A street self-defense class will be 
held on Saturday, February 3, 
from 1 to 5 p.m. “Learn to Defend 
Yourself in the Home Against an 
Abusive Partner” is scheduled for 
Saturday, February 24 from 1 to 5 
p.m. 

Pre-registration is strongly en¬ 
couraged. ▼

SF County Jail Changes ‘Gay Tank’ Rules

Simply identifying oneself as 
homosexual may no longer be 
enough to get inmates into protec¬ 
tive segregated housing at San 
Francisco County Jail, the Bay 
Area Reporter has learned. 

“We have made a change in the 
system,” Sheriff’s Department 
Public Affairs Officer Eileen Hirst 
has confirmed. 

Hirst acknowledged that a gay 
person may not be placed in seg¬ 
regated housing solely because 
they are gay, but said the new cri¬ 
teria and classification system will 
be an improvement over the old 
system - and safer. She said the. 


old system that determined who 
qualified for such housing was 
“terribly subjective,” and often 
based on the sole assessment of a 
deputy or the claims of an inmate 
seeking protective custody. 

The factual criteria now used 
in determining the need for pro¬ 
tective housing include current 
charges, criminal history, psychi¬ 
atric status, gang affiliation, edu¬ 
cational level, and other factors. 

“We will look at objective risk 
factors in making a decision,” 
Hirst said. 

The new criteria were adopted 
on the recommendation from the 
special master in charge of moni¬ 
toring court-ordered improve¬ 


ments in conditions at the jail - 
and are designed to protect in¬ 
mates who need the protective 
housing. 

Examples of the need for the 
objective criteria, according to 
Hirst, include cases in which a 
sexual predator identifies himself 
as gay so he could be placed in the 
gay tank, or a gang member says 
he is gay in order to carry out an 
attack on another inmate in pro¬ 
tective housing. 

Pre-ops Only? 

Some gay inmates have called 
the Bay Area Reporter to express 
concern that the housing would be 
limited to pre-operative transsexu¬ 


als and street drag queens. Hirst 
said any inmate who felt adverse¬ 
ly affected or unsafe by the new 
classification system could either 
contact the department’s indepen¬ 
dent ombudsman or contact her 
directly for assistance. 

“Everyone has the right to live 
safely and securely within the 
jail,” she said. 

“I wasn’t aware of the change 
in classification,” Supervisor Tom 


Ammiano told the B.A.R. “I know 
what it’s like to be harassed, and 
we have to keep the jails safe for 
lesbian and gay inmates.” 

Supervisor Carole Migden told 
the Bay Area Reporter that she, 
too, had never been informed of 
the change of criteria at the jail, 
and said inmates who feel at risk 
or who have fear about their safe¬ 
ty in jail may feel free to contact 
her office for assistance. V 


Jordan’s Farewell 
Blasts Anti-Gay Lutherans

Former Mayor Frank Jordan’s 
last official legislative act, Thurs¬ 
day, January 4 was the signing of 
a Board of Supervisors resolution 
in support of two San Francisco 
churches expelled from the Evan¬ 
gelical Lutheran Church in Amer¬ 
ica on December 31. 

St. Francis Lutheran Church 
and First United Lutheran Church 
were expelled for ordaining a les¬

The resolution, which urged the 
anti-gay denomination to reconsider 
its action, was sponsored by Super¬ 
visor Tom Ammiano and co-spon- 
sored by Supervisors Susan Leal, 
Carole Migden, and Sue Bierman. 

“History has shown that soci¬ 
etal attitudes will not change until 
the institutions of government, the 
press, and religion change,” said 
Jordan. “Therefore, as a city, it is

important to express an opinion 
when a denial of justice occurs.

Hamilton Square 
Church Lawsuit 
Nearing Settlement

Attorneys for four gay men 
slapped with now-dismissed hate 
crimes lawsuits by the right wing 
Rutherford Institute, on behalf of 
an anti-gay San Francisco Baptist 
church, are close to settling the 
bizarre case. 

A state court judge ruled last 
October that the Hamilton Square 
Baptist Church had no standing to 
sue two activists and a reporter 
and publisher of the now-defunct 
San Francisco Sentinel, a gay 
tabloid publication, in connection 
with a September 19, 1993 protest 
at the church. A federal court dis¬ 
missed the Rutherford Institute’s 
appeal of the ruling - which the 
institute then appealed. 

Although the appeal of the fed¬ 
eral court decision is still techni¬ 
cally pending, attorneys for the 
defendants told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter they expect it to be with¬

drawn this month, in exchange for 
a settlement agreement that the 
losing church will not be held li¬ 
able for tens of thousands of dol¬ 
lars in court costs and attorney’s 
fees. 

Lee Wildes, Paul Bernardino, 
former Sentinel reporter Michael 
Colbruno, and former San Fran¬ 
cisco Sentinel publisher Ray 
Chalker were sued by the church 
on civil hate crimes charges after 
demonstrators protested the ap¬ 
pearance of anti-gay minister Lou 
Sheldon at the church. 

The Rutherford Institute al¬ 
leged in the lawsuit that defen¬ 
dants Wildes and Bernardino en¬ 
couraged and incited a riot during 
the protest, and that Colbruno 
“aided and abetted” rioters by en¬ 
tering the church and taping Shel¬ 
don’s speech - and then showing 
some demonstrators after leaving 
the church that he had tape record¬ 
ed Sheldon’s comments. 

The lawsuits also charged that 
San Francisco municipal authori¬ 
ties had adopted policies of “toler¬ 
ance to and indifference toward” 
unlawful assemblies conducted on 
behalf of “the political agenda” of 
the lesbian and gay community. 

Lawyers for the legal firm of 
Heller, Ehrman, White, and 
McAuliffe argued in a legal brief 
that Wildes’s and Bernardino’s ac¬ 


tions were exhortatory, and that 
they never harmed anyone, did not 
touch or throw objects at any per¬ 
son, and did not agitate for other 
protesters to do so. 

In fact, Wildes, a person with 
AIDS, was himself allegedly spit 
on by a man identified as the son 
of Hamilton Square pastor David 
Innes. 

According to the legal brief, an 
angry Wildes tore off one of the 
plastic numbers that identified the 
address of the church and the man 
identified as Innes’s son reported 
the action to police, who then ar¬ 
rested Wildes. 

The incident became a blatant 
public relations and fundraising 
effort for the church, which 
brought scores of supporters to a 
subsequent Board of Supervisors 
meeting. 

At that meeting, well-known 
gay activist Barbie Jesus was 
hauled off by police after he spit 
on Sheldon, who was protected by 
a cordon of bodyguards brought 
by Baptist minister and fired 
Human Rights Commissioner 
Reverend Eugene Lumpkin. 

Courts later ruled that the 
church has no standing to sue, and 
that none of the actions referenced 
in the lawsuits constituted hate 
crimes under federal civil rights or 
state hate crimes statutes. T

Historian, VFW 
Commander Paul 
Hardman Dies at 72

Longtime gay and lesbian vet¬ 
erans’ affairs activist and gay 
American Post legion founder and 
commander Dr. Paul D. Hardman 
has died at the age of 72. 

Hardman died Friday, January 
6, one day after a medical proce¬ 
dure related to a prostatectomy he. 
received earlier in the year. 

“Paul was a true San Francis¬ 
can and one of the most energetic 
and active people that I’ve ever 
met in my life,” said San Francis¬ 
co Supervisor Angela Alioto. “He 
was a persistent and tireless advo¬ 
cate for veterans rights.” 

Alioto worked with Hardman 
on a variety of civic projects, in¬ 
cluding the establishment of the 
Museum of San Francisco at the 
Cannery. 

Long active in civic affairs, 
Hardman was also well known for 
his scrutiny of the operations of 
the War Memorial facility by the 
trustees and city administrators of 
the facility. 

“There really was no else like 
him. He was the most dedicated 
and determined force for veterans. 
Some of his associates will do our 
best to continue his work,” long¬ 
time friend Arch Wilson told the 
Bay Area Reporter. 

A World War II Navy veteran, 
Hardman had a memorable battle

more than a decade ago with the 
conservative American Legion 
over the formation of the Alexan¬ 
der Hamilton Post of the organiza¬ 
tion. 

“At first the local legion was 
delighted that all these young men 
and women wanted to establish a 
post - but then they found out just 
exactly what kind of men and 
women we were,” laughed Bud 
Robbins. 

The American Legion tried to 
delay the start-up of the post, by 
conveniently losing the group’s 
charter paperwork and the dis-

charge histories of applicant mem¬ 
bers. 

Finally, after Hardman and 
other members threatened a dis¬ 
crimination lawsuit, the national 
group relented and the AH post 
formed - a happier ending than 
the one to a similar struggle in the 
East. 

“The legion was successful in 
preventing a New York lesbian 
and gay post,” Robbins said. 

Charges of discrimination were 
also brought by Hardman against 
the California State Department of 
the American Legion, after the 
group refused to allow the post to 
advertise in the state AL magazine 
or rebut the publication’s many ar¬ 
ticles opposing gays in the mili¬ 
tary. 

The City’s Human Rights 
Commission is set to issue a find¬ 
ing in the complaint within two 
weeks. It agreed to take the com¬ 
plaint because the state AL head¬ 
quarters rents its War Memorial 
offices from the city for a token 
rent of $150 per month. 

Hardman, who had a doctorate 
in history, was also the author of a 
historical book on homoeroticism 
in military affairs. 

A memorial service for Hard¬ 
man will be held from 2 to 4 p.m. 
Saturday, February 3 in Room 203 
of the War Memorial Building, lo¬ 
cated at 401 Van Ness Street. ▼ 
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T he first order of business this 
week is a heartfelt “welcome 
back” to all those formerly 
idled government workers who 
just returned to work. That includes 
Mayor Willie Brown, too. Welcome, 
Mr. Mayor, and best wishes. 

San Francisco’s new district attor¬ 
ney, Terence Hallinan, was also sworn 
into office Monday, but with some¬ 
what less fanfare than the new mayor’s 
inauguration (of course, the same 
could be said about some moon 
launches). It was heartening to see that 
that ceremony, like Brown’s, was 
packed with well-wishers, many, many 
of whom were lesbians and gay men. 
Heartening, but not surprising: Halli- 
nan’s presence in that office will have 
almost as much impact upon gay and 
lesbian citizens as Brown’s presence in 
the mayor’s office. 

So we might as well say this to our 
new D.A. now, while he’s fresh and 
eager: the problem of crime in the Cas¬ 
tro is rising again, it seems, and needs 
to be dealt with firmly now before it 
gets worse. The district attorney’s of¬ 
fice has, in the past, vigorously pun¬ 
ished those who saw the neighborhood 
as “easy,” effectively discouraging 
other would-be criminals, and we hope 
to see that effort continued. 

Of course, Hallinan’s promise to 
expand the office’s hate crimes unit is 
already something everyone in the 
community can feel good about. It is 
never pleasant to think about random 
attacks, but it is important these days. 
We may feel physically safer here in 
the gay ghettos of San Francisco, but 
we might not be as safe as all that. A 
disturbing trend is developing, of ho¬ 
mophobes traveling across state lines 
to kill: the assassination-style murders 
of two lesbians in Oregon and the bru¬ 
tal attacks on two gay men in Texas in 
recent weeks were both committed by 
men from out of state, visiting their 
mothers! 

With that kind of insanity on the 
loose, it’s good to have an expanded 
hate crimes unit everywhere. 

An interesting question, now that 
District Attorney Hallinan is no longer 
Supervisor Hallinan, is who will be 
awarded his seat on the board. And 
that interesting question always leads 
to another: where is the next genera¬ 
tion of leaders? 

For several years right wing 
theocrats have been pouring money 
into programs that get their kind elect¬ 


ed across America, but no similar ef¬ 
forts are being waged in opposition. 
The gay and lesbian political clubs 
don’t seem to have encouraged as 
many future Harvey Milks and Sheila 
Kuehls as we need. That isn’t meant as 
harping criticism: what’s more impor¬ 
tant than raking through the past is se¬ 
curing the future, by making the effort 
find those candidates now and support 
them. 

The need for fresh political talent is 
apparent on every level, from City 
Hall all the way down to Washington, 
DC; as The Republican Revolution 
goes the way of the dodo bird and The 
Dream of a Greater Serbia - and it 
will, it will, once all Americans realize 
the GOP doesn’t give a damn about 
their kids or their parents, so chances 
are it doesn’t care about them, either - 
there is bound to be a flurry of legisla¬ 
tive turnovers. All-new candidates 
may well rise from relative obscurity 
to political power in a hurry. (They 
may not be Democrats, either. They 
could be third, fourth, or fifth party 
candidates or even other, different. Re¬ 
publicans.) 

The people who will step in and 
help shape the next century will be, 
mostly, ordinary people with strong 
senses of duty and civic pride (we 
hope). In short, people like most 
B.A.R. readers. There may be future 
supervisors, district attorneys, or may¬ 
ors - or presidents, for that matter - 
reading these words now and realizing 
for the first time that a political career 
is possible. And that would be wonder¬ 
ful. 

Those people who are interested in 
entering that arena - or who are too 
timid, but think they may want to help 
others - are encouraged to attend the 
meetings of some of the political clubs 
around town. Go on in, kick the tires, 
sniff around, and see what it’s about; it 
can’t hurt and it could be the start of a 
wonderful journey. (A note to the 
clubs: increasing your own outreach 
efforts wouldn’t hurt.) 

In the meanwhile, everyone looks 
forward with interest to Mayor 
Brown’s appointment to the board. 
After the shutdown of ’95 and the 
Blizzard of ’96, he’ll be filling one 
more very important slot and putting 
another person to work in the govern¬ 
ment. 

Congressional GOPs may think 
that’s a bad trend, but not us. After all, 
there’s so much to be done. T

An Open 
Letter to 
the Mayor

ayor Brown: 

Please accept my congratulations on 
your election. 

As a San Francisco citizen who voted 
for you, I am writing to express my concern about 
published reports that Captain Richard Cairns is 
being considered for promotion to the position of 
deputy chief in the San Francisco Police Depart¬ 
ment. Because of his recent disciplinary record, 
Cairns should be regarded as an unsuitable candi¬ 
date for a position on the command staff. 

I believe that promoting Cairns would severely 
damage ongoing efforts to improve discipline in 
the department. San Francisco voters made their 
demand for a better disciplined force quite evident 
in November by voting overwhelmingly in favor of 
Proposition G. And I know from your public state¬ 
ments - and from the campaign mailer I received at 
my home which criticizes the Castro Sweep and 
other incidents of police misconduct under Frank 
Jordan - that you are very concerned about this 
issue, as well. Given the fact that he holds the rank 
of captain, Cairns has a duty to demonstrate the 
highest degree of professionalism and discipline 
for the many officers under his command. He has 
failed in this duty, having engaged in misconduct 
so serious that the Police Commission has been 
forced to publicly suspend him twice in the past 
five years. The commission has found Cairns 
guilty on a number of charges, among them lying 
to order a false felony arrest and beating two 
women without cause during the Castro Sweep. 

When officers with a record of misconduct are 
passed over for promotion, the chief makes it plain 
to the entire department that advancement requires 
a clearly superior disciplinary record. By contrast, 
when ranking officers who have failed to uphold 
the general orders of the department are rewarded 
with positions of greater responsibility, the promo¬ 
tion sends a message to all officers that they are 
free to ignore the rules. I uige you to convey to 
your new chief that his or her promotions to the 
command staff must exemplify in no uncertain 
terms that the Jordan-era policy of tolerance for 
misconduct is over. 

I would also like to make sure that you are aware 
of the impact that a Cairns promotion would have on 
the department’s stated goal of expanded communi¬ 
ty policing. Captain Cairns was the tactical com¬ 
mander of the Castro Sweep, and as such he was di¬ 
rectly involved in taking the decision to invade the 
Castro with over 150 police officers, to violently 
sweep all citizens from the streets in a seven-block 
area, and to place everyone in homes and business¬ 
es in the neighborhood under house arrest. 

Caims has consistently attempted to white¬ 
wash his role in the Castro Sweep. As a com¬ 
plainant in the resulting Office of Citizen Com¬ 
plaints case, I read the confidential OCC report, 
took part in a confidential OCC investigative hear¬ 
ing where Caims testified, and attended every one 
of the public disciplinary hearings held by the Po¬ 
lice Commission. On that basis, I can assure you 
that Caims was centrally involved in the decision¬ 
making - and directly responsible for the tactical 
choices - that resulted in the single most massive 
and violent attack on the human rights of the les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual, transgendered, and people 
with AIDS communities in the history of San 
Francisco. 

In addition to his severe misconduct before and 
during the sweep, Caims behaved in an extremely 
injudicious and unprofessional manner during the 
nearly two years of disciplinary proceedings which 
followed. Two examples: Caims lied under oath 
about his actions during the Police Commission 
hearings. And he publicly and privately menaced 
the complainants and the OCC staff in such a seri¬ 
ous and sustained manner that the acting director 
of the OCC formally complained to then-chief 
Willis Casey, while one of the citizens filed an ad¬ 
ditional OCC complaint about the harassment. 

These facts about Cairns’s record are common 
knowledge in the lesbian, gay, bisexual, transgen¬ 
dered, and people with AIDS communities. As a 
consequence, a promotion for Caims would further 
undermine relations between the San Francisco Po¬ 
lice Department and those communities - as well 
as relations with all citizens who are concerned 
about police misconduct. The effect would be dis¬ 
astrous on efforts at community policing - a strat¬ 
egy which aims to reduce crime by building coop¬ 
eration based on trust and respect between citizens 
and the police. 

Mr. Mayor, I thank you for your attention to 
these concerns and look forward to a new era of 
leadership on these and other crucial issues during 
your administration. T

Losses from AIDS 

I am writing in response to two comments made in 
Lawrence W. Smith’s letter ( B.A.R., Dec. 28) after he 
attended the S.F. Gay Men’s Chorus holiday concert 
and the “Dance-Along Nutcracker” concert by the 
S.F. Winds of Freedom (the seated version of the S.F. 
Lesbian/Gay Freedom Band). First, he commented 
that he “longed for the days when tickets were $5 a 
shot.” Second, he mentioned that “not a word about 
losses (of members to AIDS) was uttered” at the 
Winds of Freedom concert, other than a reference or 
two to Jon Sims, our founder. 

Regarding ticket prices, the Winds of Freedom per¬ 
formed the “Dance-Along Nutcracker” twice on De¬ 
cember 17. The first performance was free, and the sec¬ 
ond had a ticket price of $10, hardly top dollar for a 
quality show at the Yerba Buena Center for the Arts. I 
should also remind Mr. Smith that the Winds of Free¬ 
dom performs its Community Concert Series on the 
second Tuesday of every second month at Bethany 
United Methodist Church in Noe Valley, and that all 
these concerts are free. The next concert is February 13. 

Regarding losses from AIDS suffered by band 
members, Mr. Smith must not have been paying at¬ 
tention during one of the more moving numbers, the 
“Empty Chairs at Empty Tables / I Am What I Am” 
medley. Conductor Nancy Corporon told the audience 
that this piece was arranged by Wayne Love in 1992 
for a concert commemorating the tenth anniversaries 
of Gay Games I and the founding of Lesbian and Gay 
Bands of America. At that time, it was dedicated to the 
memories of all Gay Games and band participants 
who have been lost to AIDS over the years. With 
AIDS having claimed Wayne Love three months ago, 
Nancy rededicated the performance to him and all 
those who have succumbed to AIDS. After the Winds 
of Freedom, vocalists Lisa Gray and Dan Johnson, 
and the Bay Area Raw Rahs performed the work, 
there was hardly a dry eye in the house. 

Elsewhere in the concert, the bitingly satirical 
“Sheep In Wolves’ Clothing” was performed by 
Marga Gomez and the Winds of Freedom. Based 
loosely on “Peter and the Wolf,” it told a farcical story 
of four band members “who had all lost many friends 
to AIDS” rising as one to prevent Jesse Helms and 
Newt Gingrich from spoiling the “Dance-Along Nut¬ 
cracker.” How anyone could have missed the message 
about losses from AIDS is beyond me. 

I am glad Mr. Smith attended the “Dance-Along 
Nutcracker” and enjoyed it. Trust me, Mr. Smith, the 
San Francisco Lesbian/Gay Freedom Band has suf¬ 
fered many, many losses from AIDS. Our organiza¬ 
tion is named in memory of our founder Jon Sims, and 
a brass plaque sitting at the entrance to our building 
(also named for Mr. Sims) lists the names of those 
who have “marched on.” Unfortunately, the plaque is 
completely full and another is being ordered.

Legalizing needles 

The U.S. Food and Drug Administration (FDA) re¬ 
fuses to recognize one of the oldest and most com¬ 
monly used medical devices in history: the acupunc¬ 
ture needle. According to FDA documents, acupunc¬ 
ture needles have been in common use in the United 
States for over 200 years, yet they have been classi¬ 
fied as “investigational devices” by the Center for De¬ 
vices and Radiological Health (CDRH) of the FDA. 
This classification makes outlaws of acupuncturists 
and their patients. In 1994, acupuncturists and re¬ 
searchers presented citizen petitions to the FDA to 
change the classification of acupuncture needles to 
allow their legal use by licensed practitioners. Feder¬ 
al regulations require that the FDA respond to citizen 
petitions within six months, but there has been no re¬ 
sponse to date, almost two years later. 

The FDA has been unwilling even to admit that 
acupuncture needles perform “safely and effectively” 
as a device designed to puncture the skin. Can the 
FDA not find one legitimate use for acupuncture? The 
FDA will not reveal its hand, and apparently political 
pressure will have to be brought to bear to force them 
to rule on acupuncture needles. We urge your readers 
to call their U.S. representative or senator today and 
ask them to find out “When will the FDA legalize 
acupuncture needles?”

Loving gay youths 

On Friday, December 15, a man facing life in 
prison committed suicide. His crime was “sexual ac¬ 
tivity” with teenaged boys. May David Hodges rest in 
peace. 

How many men must die in prison or at their own 
hands before some semblance of sanity returns to our 
state and our nation? How many men must lose their 
lives and livelihoods for loving gay youths before gay 
“leaders” speak out? How many more stories must 
begin like a Boyd McDonald gay sex history and end 
up like a Greek tragedy? 

At the age of 12 when I became sexually active, I 
knew what puberty was, and that I was no “child.” I 
knew, as the Santa Rosa Police Department apparent¬ 
ly does not, that the average age of puberty in this 
country is 12 years, 8 months, and that I was typical 
in this respect. I also knew I was a gay youth, with an 
older lover. What I did not know was that he could’ve 
gotten decades in prison for one of our many nights of 
passion, or that I might have been abused by the po¬ 
lice if I’d refused to cooperate. I had no idea how 
often this has happened, and how terribly it has often 
ended, I only knew that I wanted a good friend and a 
good blow-job, and my first lover represented both of 
these things. 

I am writing now because I have just read The 
Boston Sex Scandal, by gay columnist John Mitzel 
(following the tradition of John Gerasi’s The Boys of 
Boise), and I know that the death of David Hodges 
was not a fluke. It is part of an ongoing tragedy which 
escalated dramatically in the 1950s and threatens now 
to disrupt the whole of our culture - as the scourge of 
homophobia, which has boiled over, is now trans¬ 
formed into a new kind of age-based ideology that di¬ 
vides the generations disastrously. 

I shudder to think what my life would’ve been like 
if my first affair hadn’t happened, or worse, if it had 
been exposed. I do not now envy the boys who used 
to go to “batting practice” at Hodges’s home, for the 
way they are likely being treated by quacks and cops. 
The cop says of Hodges: “There was no indication he 
was gay.” But says nothing of whether any of his ado¬ 
lescent male visitors might be “gay.” I certainly hope 
not, if being “gay” means giving the cold shoulder to 
the kind of lonely, homy kid I once was.

Tragedy in 
Santa Rosa Diocese 

This letter is in regard to a minor editorial error in 
Mr. Dennis Conkin’s article headed, “New Santa Rosa 
Sex Abuse Case Ends in Suicide” in your December 
21 edition. This is, admittedly, a minor issue, but it is 
one of those “fingernails on the chalkboard” things 
that calls into question a publication’s attention to de¬ 
tail and therefore one’s overall credibility. In all fair¬ 
ness, I’ve seen major metropolitan dailies, despite all 
of their resources, make the same error. 

You refer to the Archdiocese of Santa Rosa. There 
is no such thing. There is simply the Diocese of Santa 
Rosa. The organization of the Catholic Church is 
based upon the division of the entire world into geo¬ 
graphic regions, each known as a diocese, and each 
diocese is under the rule of a bishop who is appointed 
by the Pope. In bygone centuries, before the advent of 
modem transportation and communication, bishops of 
certain major cities were given, in addition to the re¬ 
sponsibility for the administration of their own dio¬ 
cese, an added responsibility. Should any of several 
nearby bishops die, they were to oversee his diocese 
until the Pope could be informed and a new bishop in¬ 
stalled. To these bishops, the title of Archbishop was 
given. And so, a diocese governed by an Archbishop 
is an Archdiocese. 

There are approximately a dozen dioceses in the 
State of California: Santa Rosa, Sacramento, Oakland, 
San Francisco, San Jose, Monterey, Fresno, San Luis 
Obispo (I think), San Bernardino, Los Angeles, Or¬ 
ange, San Diego, possibly one or two more. Of these, 
only San Francisco and Los Angeles are Archdioce¬ 
ses. The rest are simply Dioceses. The Most Reverend 
Patrick Zieman, Bishop of Santa Rosa, is most defi¬ 
nitely not an Archbishop. 

Incidentally, the Archbishop of Los Angeles is 
generally (although not necessarily) a Cardinal, which 
means that he is one of those 150 or so from around 
the world (but heavily from Italy) who vote to elect 
the Pope. 

All of this aside, I cannot resist passing along one 
small observation on the facts presented: the State 
went to considerable lengths to develop the charges 
against both men and demanded rather Draconian ret¬ 
ribution for their offenses. Yet, large numbers of un¬ 
derage girls undergo abortions every year. Pregnancy 
is prima facie evidence of sexual activity. And studies 
have revealed that many, if not most, of these preg¬ 
nancies were the result of encounters with males sev¬ 
eral, if not many, years older. Many of these encoun¬ 
ters were coerced. None are investigated unless the 
girl (or her father) presses a rape or similar charge. 

Yesterday’s San Jose Mercury-News, in quite an¬ 
other context, referred to a 17-year-old girl who had 
had four children by her 71-year-old stepfather! This 
suggests that the old goat had been plugging her since 
she was 13! Not only was nothing done, they ended 
up as guests on a TV talk show. Had there been the 
slightest evidence that the old man had been fooling 
around with a 13-year-old stepson, there’d have been 
a vigorous investigation and he could almost certain¬ 
ly expect to die in prison. 

I find the sexual exploitation and abuse of children 
of either sex to be reprehensible. But I find the obvi¬ 
ous double standard and all that it implies to be truly 
horrifying. And when we, in a misguided attempt to 
be “responsible,” attempt to deny such fringe groups 
as NAMBLA and other such organizations the right to 
advocate (note that I did not say “practice”) sex with 
kids or whatever, we grant our enemies a certain 
moral permission to deny us a voice and impose their 
prejudices upon us, thereby contributing mightily to 
our own oppression.

This January, my main 
source of income (State Disability Fund) ends, cutting 
my income in half.

I will begin to experience a 
tremendous burden of medical bills. This stress will 
be increased later this year when I start paying for 
COBRA. 

On top of that, I, like many others, will still have 
to pay an annual deductible plus a 20% co-pay for my 
insurance. Along with this I will have my regular bills 
(rent, utilities, etc.) to manage. Who will be there for 
me? For the rest of us? 

I think Mr. Rohana is experiencing what quite a 
few of us are managing and struggling through ... 
debt. I suggest he get an attorney to get the bill col¬ 
lectors off his back, but I also suggest that he keep 
making partial payments and count his blessings that 
his life was spared. At least he’ll be able to enjoy fam¬ 
ily, friends and the spirit of a Higher Love for quite 
some time.

M ayor Willie Brown 
took office Monday in 
a manner befitting an 
English monarch, and 
San Franciscans are clearly ex¬ 
pecting great things from their 
newly crowned leader.

about the night. We had the big 
fun for our face. 

The day underscored a passage 
I’d just read in the East Bay Ex¬ 
press book supplement (Hillary 
Mullins on two books about the 
Beats and 1920s Left Bank- les¬ 
bians): “Like creativity, survival is 
something people pursue with in¬ 
dividual and group resources.” 
Those two lineages actually meet

both in my circles of close 
friends/extended family of choice 
and in the roots of the (post) mod¬ 
em Bay Area lesbian community; 
the quote resonates in the remarks 
friends and I make about wanting 
to live on land with each other. 
When we talk this way, it’s an ac¬ 
knowledgment of these two lin¬ 
eages’ importance to our lives - 
but also an admission that we no 
longer look to a larger community 
of kindred spirits for belonging 
and mutual assistance. 

The true path 

The Beats looked to reject dull 
conformity for adventures and al¬ 
tered states of consciousness - not 
necessarily as ends in themselves 
(the exhilarating freedom of being 
in the moment notwithstanding), 
but as a path to discover what it 
truly means to be human. They in¬ 
fluenced a bunch of Bay Area folk 
musicians who gained access to 
trials of a new psychoactive drug 
- LSD - and went on to spawn 
and popularize a new artistically 
and mystically oriented counter¬ 
culture. 

From this counterculture came 
some of the lesbians who wanted 
to birth another counterculture, 
one that would be for women to 
love, bond with and build commu¬ 
nity with other women. Some en¬ 
visioned the mutual support and 
artistic inspiration of the Left 
Bank lesbians combined with the 
Beat/hippie dedication to finding 
out what it meant to be women, as 
defined by women. If this sounds 
farfetched, how do you explain 
the Goddess revival and ecofemi- 
nism? (And if you’re tempted to 
think of this as a fluke, Terrence 
McKenna makes an excellent case 
for the role of ritual psychedelic 
plant ingestion in nature-oriented, 
female-positive societies in his 
book The Food of the Gods). 

Unfortunately, not all the peo¬ 
ple these scenes attracted got the 
vision sustaining the fun, the 
method to the madness - or the 
work it takes to maintain an alter¬ 
native economy. I nodded sadly 
during the Beatles television an¬ 
thology, when George Harrison 
spoke of their notion of moving to 
San Francisco until he toured the 


Haight and found less exploration 
of consciousness than ordinary 
substance abuse by those who 
wanted more from the community 
than they were willing and able to 
put in. 

The big squeeze 

And didn’t our “women’s com¬ 
munity” get squeezed between po¬ 
litical exploitation and those who, 
like the runaways to the Haight, 
expected to be taken care of with¬ 
out necessarily contributing to the 
nurturing of the community to 
which they looked for an endless 
supply of fun? Here we are, a 
quarter century after Stonewall, 
and what we have is part collec¬ 
tion of good-time scenes, part 
community. What large-scale net¬ 
work we have feels inaccessible to 
too many woman-loving women; 
they either face rejection for not 
being part of the urban in-groups, 
or back away from things like Re¬ 
verse Honky Tonk Angel Syn¬ 
drome (too many single women 
acting like “married” lesbians are 
still available). We’ve yet to ac¬ 
complish what the Left Bank les¬ 
bians did in terms of seeking cre¬ 
ativity and survival together, 
though this was once an ideal held 
high. 

I don’t miss a hippie communi¬ 
ty that terribly. There are enough 
friends and other folks around 
who’ve held onto the positive 
ideals for me to feel comfortable. 
Moreover, I think whatever drug 
culture is left lost most of its 
ideals a long time ago; it’s now 
more about getting loaded than 
opening the Doors of Perception 
(title of an influential Aldous Hux¬ 
ley book). Some folks are contin¬ 
uing serious psychedelic studies; 
as long as that work’s available, I 
don’t care whether it’s popular. I 
sure wouldn’t mind a revival of 
the old lesbian hippie sub-sub¬ 
subculture, though, as long as it’s 
one that’s kept maturing and 
learning from experience as my 
friends seem to have done. 

Meanwhile, I continue a long¬ 
standing pattern of ambivalence 
about being marginalized in the 
current incarnation of lesbian 
community. After all, I do have a 
wonderful extended family in 
which to be myself. But just when 
I feel most disappointed in the 
community, I find myself sensing 
that its evolution is a spiral: anoth¬ 
er turn, and women will get over 
their attitudes and weave ideals 
into community again. It’s like my 
thorough lack of interest in this 
wave of “baby boomers turning 
50” stories: I don’t give a rat’s ass, 
and won’t give a rat’s ass when I 
turn 50. There are generations of 
lesbians coming along making 
changes just as substantial, and I 
want to be a part of that continued 
evolution. ▼

AIDS, according to a March 15, 
1995 article appearing in the Jour¬ 
nal of the American Medical Asso¬ 
ciation. Worldwide, 12 cases of 
HIV infection in women from arti¬ 
ficial insemination are known: 
four in Australia, two in Canada, 
and six in the United States. “The 
tragedy of these cases is com¬ 
pounded by the fear that more 
have gone unrecognized,” accord¬ 
ing to the article by Dr. Mary E. 
Guinan. 

The little research that has 
been conducted on lesbians and 
AIDS by the Center for Disease 
Control (CDC) indicates HIV in¬ 
fection from artificial insemina¬ 
tion is practically non-existent 
among gay women. Rather, over 
90 percent of HIV infection 
among lesbians in a 1991 study 
occurred through IV drug use. 


really need to be able to trust your 
healthcare provider. I think if 
you’re hiding things you obvious¬ 
ly don’t trust them much and it 
makes it more stressful. I think it’s 
easier to provide high quality care 
when you have total trust from the 
patient and you communicate 
well. 

“What the medical community 
needs to work on is helping people 
from all backgrounds feel accept¬ 
ed.” 

Westphahl said that lesbian 
couples are still, as a group, poor¬ 
er and are less likely to have 
health insurance, but said the 
scope of the problem is larger than 
that would indicate. “In general,” 
she told the B.A.R., “even women 
who have money and are well-ed¬ 
ucated, [and] who are lesbian, 
tend not to go to their physicians 
as often.”

T o many AIDS educators it 
sounds like common 
sense: lesbians who plan 
to be artificially insemi¬ 
nated should have the sperm test¬ 
ed for the presence of HIV anti¬ 
bodies. 

Surprisingly, it was not until. 
1985 that many sperm banks 
began testing donors for HIV. 
Today the CDC, the FDA, and the 
American Fertility Society strong¬ 
ly advise using only frozen sperm 
samples obtained by sperm banks 
that test for HIV at the time of do¬ 
nation - and six months later, ac¬ 
cording to Portola Valley fertility 
specialist Dr. Lyn Westphahl. Al¬ 
though fresh, unfrozen sperm is 
easier to get pregnant with, the 
risks of getting AIDS outweigh 
the advantages. 

Four out of five women receiv¬ 
ing sperm donations from HIV¬ 
positive donors later contracted 


‘Reputable 
Banks Around’ 

Westphahl told the Bay Area 
Reporter she sees a lot of mistrust 
of doctors by her lesbian patients, 
but said she does not believe 
widespread homophobia exists 
among sperm banks. 

“Any reputable sperm bank 
will work with someone not in a 
heterosexual relationship,” she 
said. “I think it’s important for 
women to know that they can get 
specimens that are tested very 
thoroughly, there are reputable 
banks around. 

“The disadvantage of using a 
frozen specimen is that it does 
tend to get more expensive than if 
you get a fresh specimen from 
someone you know,” she said, 
adding that she delivered the child 
of someone who inseminated her¬ 
self that way. 

“Going through this whole fer¬ 
tility process is really stressful,” 
she acknowledged. “I think you 


bians have a built-in self-censor 
until a certain level of trust is built 
up, Westphahl said. “I think a lot 
of women are uncomfortable to 
bring the issue up and they’re not 
sure how it’s going to be accepted. 
And the medical establishment is 
fairly conservative, so patients are 
often afraid to bring this up. 

“I’ve had a number of patients 
who, only after I’ve gotten to 
know them for awhile, have come 
out and said that they were les¬ 
bians.” ▼

B n a massive capitulation to 
censorship, the world’s lead- 
w ing online service - Com- 
■ puServe, Inc. - has suspend¬ 
ed access to over 200 Internet 
“newsgroups.” The new ban was 
orchestrated during the last week 
of 1995. 

Though it affects all Com¬ 
puServe users around the globe, 
the ban was initiated at the request 
of just one country - Germany. 
According to a company 
spokesperson, “German govern¬ 
ment officials, as part of an inves¬ 
tigation of illegal material on the 
Internet, ordered CompuServe to 
do what was necessary with re¬ 
spect to specified newsgroups in 
order to comply with German 
law.” 

CompuServe currently has 
500,000 clients in Western Eu¬ 
rope, and hopes to quickly double 
that number. Overall, the company 
currently services more than 4 
million users in more than 140 
million countries. 

“Newsgroups” are specialized 
forums that allow Internet users to 
read or post information on almost 
any conceivable subject. By one 
estimate, there are currently over 
16,000 active newsgroups, dedi¬ 
cated to everything from baseball 
(rec.sport.baseball) to bondage 
(alt.sex.bondage). 

Most of the newsgroups 
banned by CompuServe addressed 
(or simply appeared to address) an 
erotic or sex-related theme. The 
company deleted a number of les¬ 
bian, gay and bisexual groups in¬ 
cluding groups that had no erotic 
focus. CompuServe banned news-

groups dedicated to resources for 
young queers, lesbian/gay journal¬ 
ism, and information about com¬ 
ing out. 

Of course, lumping all lesbian, 
gay, bisexual or transgender sub¬ 
jects under the heading “sexually 
explicit” is inaccurate as well as 
defamatory. The definition of het¬ 
erosexual lives is never limited 
only to sex acts. 

It would still be unacceptable, 
however, even if CompuServe had 
“only” banned sexually-explicit 
newsgroups. The censorship of 
such groups - queer or otherwise 
- is equally retarded and regres¬ 
sive. 

As queer communities know, 
sex negativity goes hand-in-hand 
with homophobia. Prohibitions 
against the sexual communication 
of “pornography” and “obscenity” 
lead, inevitably, to prohibitions 
against homosexual communica¬ 
tion of any kind. 

Acting with very little integri¬ 
ty, CompuServe has attempted to 
deflect criticism by claiming the 
company is at the complete mercy 
of German law. A CompuServe 
spokesperson explained, “Com¬ 
puServe did not select any groups 
or determine the nature of the 
newsgroups that have been im¬ 
pacted by this action.” 

If one person selects the titles, 
but another person strikes the 
match, aren’t both guilty of book 
burning? A censor who is follow¬ 
ing someone else’s orders is still a 
censor.

Voices of Reason 

Lynn Minton’s “Fresh Voices” 
has scored another successive hit 
against homophobia. The column, 
in which Minton moderates youth 
discussions of current affairs, is 
published weekly in Parade mag¬ 
azine. Parade is a popular tabloid, 
inserted in the Sunday editions of 
newspapers throughout the coun¬ 
try. 

Titled “Who Is ‘Your Own 
Kind’?,” Minton’s December 24 
column features teen perspectives 
on the use of slurs in school. 
Minton talked with a panel of four 
high-school youth, ranging from 
16- to 18-years-old. Their discus¬ 
sion spanned issues of “political 
correctness,” free speech, racism, 
anti-Semitism and homophobia. 

One young man, John Bech- 
told (age 18), attempted to argue 
that when students use slurs like 
“nigger” and “fag,” they are not 
attacking any particular group in a 
bigoted way. “It’s just used as an¬ 
other insult,” he said. “It’s not re¬ 
ferring to a person or group of per¬ 
sons.” 

Minton challenged Bechtold to 
think again. “Suppose I’m a black 
person,” Minton said, “and some¬ 
body in the hall says ‘nigger.’ He 
isn’t really prejudiced - he’s just 
using the term as an insult. You 
think I won’t find that offensive?” 

During the discussion, one of 
the younger students - Jennifer 
Kalweit (age 16) - pointed out a 
problem in her school that is com¬ 
mon in many others. “Basically,” 
Kalweit said, “there’s no diversity 
here. ... You walk through the 
halls, and you hear comments: 
‘You’re a nigger.’ Or, ‘You’re a 
faggot.’ They just use it like any 
other word in their vocabulary.” 

Another student, Michelle Haff 
(age 16), agreed. Haff observed, 


“People use the word ‘faggot’ in 
their everyday vocabulary. And 
it’s just come to a point where 
some of us are sick of it.” 

Haff illustrated this problem, 
with a specific recollection: “Me 
and my friend were sitting in the 
library and two guys were talking, 
and my friend said, ‘Will you 
please not use that word?’ And 
they were like, ‘Why? Faggot, 
faggot, faggot. Why does that 
bother you?’ Another person at 
our table wrote the word ‘fag’ on a 
piece of paper and was flashing it 
in front of us and would not give 
up. And one guy said, ‘I don’t un¬ 
derstand why it offends you. 
You’re not gay. And no one in this 
room is gay.’ He has no way of 
knowing that at all.” 

Commenting on Haff’s recol¬ 
lection, Minton said, “Maybe you 
interpret your ‘own kind’ a little 
more broadly than some people.” 
Haff responded, “Yes. Definitely. 
Humankind.” 

“Fresh Voices” provides a sin¬ 
gular, high-profile and accessible 
forum for challenging bigotry (for 
example, the December 10 col¬ 
umn interrogated the heinous no¬ 
tion of “special rights”). Through 
this column, Lynn Minton has 
consistently attempted to affirm 
young queer identities.

Once again, the “Cheers & 
Jeers” column in 7Y Guide has 
given thumbs-down to homopho¬ 
bia. The December 30 7V Guide 
awards a well-earned “Jeer” to 
ABC for rescheduling a “gay wed¬ 
ding” episode of Roseanne. ABC 
claimed the time change was nec¬ 
essary to protect children from the 
(purportedly) “adult humor” in the 
episode. 

Sensing the network’s hetero¬ 
sexist double-standard, 7V Guide 
questions “just how legit is ABC’s 
concern over gay nuptials?” The 
magazine points out that another 
sitcom, on another network - 
NBC’s Friends - will also feature 
a same-sex wedding story, on Jan¬ 
uary 18. “And NBC plans to air 
the show at 8 (p.m.), just as it al¬ 
ways does,” says 7Y Guide. 
“Maybe that’s the kind of thinking 
that put NBC in first place.” 

The insult is brief, but biting - 
and the significance of such criti¬ 
cal asides should not be underesti¬ 
mated. 7Y Guide is, after all, the 
most widely circulated periodical 
in the United States. “Jeering” 
network homophobia seems a par¬ 
ticularly good use of the maga¬ 
zine’s privileged access to Ameri¬ 
ca’s homes.

Gay Youth 
vs. Hurtt, 
Homophobia 
in Sacramento 


Seen and heard: Two busloads of lesbian and gay youth descended 
on Sacramento to lobby for AB 1001 and make homophobe Rob 
Hunt's life a bit harder.

An estimated 200 lesbian and 
gay youth and their supporters 
gathered at the State Capitol on 
Wednesday, January 3 for a day of 
lobbying in support of AB 1001. 
That measure, stalled in commit¬ 
tee, would add sexual orientation 
to already existing non-discrimi¬ 
nation requirements attached to 
public school funding allocations. 

Many local gay and lesbian 
teens involved with Lavender 
Youth Recreation and Information 
Center attended the Sacramento 
event sponsored by the LIFE 
AIDS Lobby, according to LYRIC 
spokesman Dennis Eisner. 

“We filled two buses,” he told 
the Bay Area Reporter. 

The all-day event included a 
rally that gave the youth an oppor¬ 
tunity to speak out about anti-les¬ 
bian and gay discrimination, 
lobby legislators, and meet and 
network with other lesbian, gay, 
bisexual, transgender, and ques¬ 
tioning youth - many of whom 
came from non-urban areas, Eis¬ 
ner said. 

The event also included direct 
action against virulently anti-gay 
state Senate minority leader Rob 
Hurtt, who wants to re-criminalize 
consenting lesbian and gay sexual 
activity by introducing sodomy 
laws. 

“We now have a plague on this 
earth that they’re responsible for. 
Now, I think they ought to be held 
accountable,” Hurtt told the LA 


Times. 

The direct action was spon¬ 
sored by BOY+BOY, an anti-ho¬ 
mophobia and AIDS prevention 
effort among young queer men. 

In the action, which denounced 
Hurtt as an “agent of the radical 
right,” BOY+BOY delivered hun¬ 
dreds of red heart-shaped balloons 
to Hum’s office. 

The balloons were emblazoned 
with the message “Hurtt Breeds 
Hate” and contained personal 
messages from youth activists 
about his comments and agenda. 

According to BOY+BOY 
spokesman Robert Perez, queer 
youth had wanted to meet directly 
with Hurtt to challenge his anti¬ 
gay statements and demand that 
“he put forth a meaningful agenda 
to fight the spread of HIV and end 
hatred and intolerance towards 
lesbians and gay men.” 

But when the youth activists 
arrived at Hurtt’s office, they 
found that he was not there, and 
the offices were closed. 

One 14-year-old youth, out of a 
contingent of 50, was able to enter 
the office, speak with Hurtt repre¬ 
sentatives, and demand a personal 
response from Hurtt to his con¬ 
cerns. 

“Californians need to recog¬ 
nize the potential damage that 
someone like Rob Hurtt can do as 
an agent of the radical right,” said 
BOY+BOY member Justin Louie.

Diana Ross and 
RuPaul Tell the B.A.R. 


About Surviving

F or over nine hours Sun¬ 
day, January 7 West Hol¬ 
lywood’s “Boy’s Town” 
was turned into a movie 
set for the making of Diana Ross’ 
newest music video “I Will Sur¬ 
vive” - introduced by a campy vi¬ 
gnette with legend-in-the-making 
RuPaul and four shimmering, lip¬ 
sinking Ross look-alike backup 
“girl” singers. 

As the legendary 51-year-old 
diva Miss Diana Ross danced on a 
float under a full moon in the heart 
of the Los Angeles gay communi¬ 
ty, nearly 3,000 lesbians and gays 
of all descriptions sang and posed 
along the sidelines. 

Cream Cheese Films paid the 
city for street closure permits, 17 
on-duty overtime Sheriff’s 
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deputies, and parking at the Pacif¬ 
ic Design Center. Santa Monica 
Boulevard between San Vicente 
and Robertson was shut down 
from 4 p.m. to 2 a.m. 

Actual “parade” filming didn’t 
start until 9 p.m. Prior to that, 
Ross, RuPaul, and the four backup 
girl singers (three drags, one 
“real” girl) filmed a parody of the 
Supremes’ famous “Stop! In The 
Name of Love” with RuPaul giv¬ 
ing the “girls” instructions on how 
to do the “Stop!” properly - only 
to be interrupted by Ross’s author¬ 
itative rendering. 

Before filming and after make¬ 
up, Ross and RuPaul granted se¬ 
lected press interviews, including 
a few minutes with the Bay Area 
Reporter , the only gay press on 
the scene. 

Both singers were very up-beat 
and seemed to sincerely enjoy 
each other’s company. Ross fre¬ 
quently leaned over and touched 
her shoulder against the much 
taller RuPaul’s arm when making 
a point, and RuPaul would reach 
out to touch Ross’s hand intimate¬ 
ly - but respectfully. The two also 
shared makeup tips during breaks. 

Ross told the B.A.R. a mutual 
songwriter/producer friend intro¬ 
duced her to RuPaul in an airport, 
after which she decided she want¬ 
ed to make “I Will Survive” with 
him. 


That Girl in the Middle’ 

“I thought - ‘This is fabulous! 
Anything you want me to do. I’ll 
be there,”’ RuPaul said, touching 
Ross’s hand. “I couldn’t believe it. 
I mean, I used to 
watch her on Amer¬ 
ican Bandstand 
with the Supremes. 

“I’d point at the 
screen and say, 

‘That’s me! That’s 
my energy! That 
girl in the middle.’ 

I’ve conducted my¬ 
self as an entertain¬ 
er by watching Diana Ross over 
the years.” 

Ross accepted the compliment 
graciously, then spoke about why 
she chose the song “I Will Sur¬ 
vive,” the 1970s hit for Gloria 
Gaynor. 

“This song is about bouncing 
back through adversity,” she said. 
“It’s brilliant. It’s amazing - that’s 
why it’s gone through the genera¬ 


tions. I want to take it into the 
’90s.” 

“All my life,” RuPaul said, 
“I’ve been planting seeds and 
watching them turn into fruit...” 

“Me too,” Ross interrupted, 
starting an almost private conver¬ 
sation with RuPaul, despite being 
surrounded by cameras, props, 
and scores of staring onlookers. “I 
write things down and put them in 
a drawer. I’m a dreamer: I see 
what it is I want, then I go and get 
there.” 

“You’ve done so much more 
than even you or I am aware of,” 
RuPaul said, turning back to the 
reporter. “That’s the thing about 
this song. It says, ‘You can take it 
to the top. Never give up.’ 

“It’s all inside. In the face of 
adversity, you have the power to 
make anything happen. Take prob¬ 
lems as a challenge. That’s why 
we came here - this is the Dream 
Factory. But it’s a message that 
people can get all over the world.” 

“That’s true, we could have 
done this video anywhere. But I 
see a lot of costumes,” Ross said, 
waving to the drag queens nearby. 
“That’s why I say in the trailer [to 
the video], ‘This is dedicated to 
the girls - and you know who you 
are.’ I say it with a wink, because 
I don’t want people to think I’m 
just talking about my own girls. 

“But the song is for everyone. 
It’s for parents ... when I start 
thinking about mothers on welfare 
and kids being taken from their 
parents and orphanages - I shud¬ 
der. I know that’s really hard, es¬ 
pecially if you’re out of work.

This is a very difficult time. 

“I just want to reach out and 
heal people. But I think this song 
has a lot of positive messages. 
And sometimes when you’re vac¬ 
uuming, you just need to turn it up 
real loud and sing along. 


‘Get Over It’ 

“And for people who have a 
problem with gays and lesbians,” 


Miss Diana Ross continued, “I say 
get over it and stop judging. 

“There are good and bad peo¬ 
ple in this world and I don’t want 
to be with bad people, I want to be 
with good people. I think eventu¬ 
ally people will understand.” 

As the singers spoke with the 
B.A.R., the production team was 
busily trying to recreate the an¬ 
nual Christopher Street West 
Pride Parade along 
the boulevard. No 
one seemed to 
mind or notice that 
the parade really 
occurs on a June 
morning - possi¬ 
bly because the 
weather that day 
reached an all-time 
high of 87 degrees, 
with temperatures in the balmy 
60s that night. 

The only glitch was keeping 
the unpaid extras around, both 
during the long hours before the 
shoot and after the first few takes. 
But the chance to be in a Diana 
Ross music video did prompt the 
crowd to scream enthusiastically 
as Dykes on Bikes roared their 
engines. The women were then 
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waved off to lead Ross’s make- 
believe parade float: a pink 
“nightclub” stage with a bubbling 
glass of champagne on the back 
riser. 

The plan also called for contin¬ 
gents of Christopher Street West 
(CSW), Gay Asian Pacific Net¬ 
work, the Freedom to Marry Pro¬ 
ject (wearing Hawaiian shirts), the 
California AIDS Ride, GLAAD, 
the Sisters of Perpetual Indul¬ 
gence of Los Angeles (their first 
appearance after recently official¬ 
ly opening that chapter), the West 
Hollywood Cheerleaders, and a 
bevy of drag beauties to follow the 
float from a side street. The 
groups had been assembled with 
less than a week’s notice by 
CSW’s veteran executive director 
Michael Yates. 

Unfortunately, on the first run- 
through the crowd joined in before 


the waiting contingents were 
waved in by the stage manager, 
and the whole chaotic parade 
wound up wandering off into the 
darkness. Thinking the rehearsal 
was the real thing, many in the 
crowd also wandered off, and 
were replaced by late-coming cu¬ 
riosity seekers. 

After 11:30, with the repetition 
of the four-minute song and shot, 
the crowd started to dwindle. 
Filming ended around 1:30 a.m. 

CSW didn’t received any 
money for cooperating, but Yates 
told the B.A.R., “We did it and 
were happy to do it because it was 
pitched to us as promoting gay 
and lesbian pride. 

“The point of the video is to 
present a gay-positive image.” 

There is no airdate yet for the 
music video, which will air on 
MTV, VH-1 and BET. ▼

Supreme Court 
Rejection OKs School 
Condom Program

The Supreme Court refused 
Monday, January 8 to review a 
case involving free condoms dis¬ 
tributed to grades 7 through 12 in 
the Falmouth, Massachusetts 
school system. 

The refusal leaves in place a 
decision by the Supreme Judicial 
Court of Massachusetts, allowing 
the program. 

The Falmouth School Commit¬ 
tee broached the idea of condom 
distribution to combat disease and 
pregnancy in 1991 in a series of 
public meetings. 

The condom distribution pro¬ 
gram began in January 1992, but 
caused so much controversy 
school authorities put the issue to 
a vote the following May. Despite 
intense opposition, the program 
was approved by a majority of the 
voters in Falmouth. 

At Lawrence Junior High 
School, students could request 


free condoms from the school 
nurse. But the students had to re¬ 
ceive counseling before their re¬ 
quests would be honored, and the 
school nurse was also instructed to 
give students pamphlets on 
AIDS/HIV and other sexually 
transmitted diseases. 

At Falmouth High School, stu¬ 
dents could get condoms free from 
the school nurse, or buy them for 
75 cents in bathroom vending ma¬ 
chines. 

A group of students and their 
parents, some of whom live in 
nearby Mashpee, Massachusetts, 
filed suit against the policy in state 
court. 

The Mashpee residents pointed 
out that there is no high school in 
their town and their children must 
attend Falmouth High School, but 
they were not able to vote in the 
Falmouth election approving the 
condom program. 

“Students attending 

Lawrence Junior High School 


range in age from 11 years to 16 
years,” the group told the 
Supreme Court in a brief. “With¬ 
out parental knowledge or per¬ 
mission, and indeed despite ex¬ 
press parental objections, the 
school nurse ... may give these 
students condoms and instruc¬ 
tions on the use of them.” 

The brief said the program has 
no provision by which a parent 
may keep his or her child from 
getting the condoms. 

A state judge granted the 
school system summary judg¬ 
ment, and the Supreme Judicial 
Court of Massachusetts af¬ 
firmed. 

The state’s highest court said 
the program “is in all respects vol¬ 
untary and in no way intrudes into 
the realm of constitutionally pro¬ 
tected rights.” 

The group of parents and stu¬ 
dents asked the Supreme Court for 
review. The justices rejected the 
case without comment. V 


Court Rejects Suit by ‘Gay 
Bashing Neo-Numbskull’

The U.S. Supreme Court de¬ 
clined, earlier this week, to rule 
on an Ohio high court decision 
rejecting a former state Senate 
candidate’s lawsuit against the 
Cleveland Plain Dealer. 

The Ohio Supreme Court 
ruled last year that columnist 
Joseph Dirck was expressing his 


opinion when he wrote Loren 
Loving Vail disliked homosexu¬ 
als. 

Vail ran for a Senate seat on 
the Republican ticket in 1990, 
and in October the newspaper 
published Dirck’s column stat¬ 
ing Vail “doesn’t like gay peo¬ 
ple.” 

Dirck accused Vail of “gay¬ 
bashing” and utilizing “neo¬ 


numbskull tactics” as a part of 
her campaign, and said Vail 
“can’t even be upfront” about 
those tactics. 

Vail, who was defeated by De¬ 
mocrat Eric Fingerhut, sued 
Dirck and the Plain Dealer Pub¬ 
lishing Co. in Ohio court, accus¬ 
ing them of defamation and in¬ 
tentionally inflicting emotional 
distress. ▼

sexuality is an abomination.” 

Too Butch? 

According to Koppel, the 
Army captain told him that he was 
just sexually confused and proba¬ 
bly heterosexual. 

“He thought I was too butch to 
be gay,” he said. 

The Salvation Army’s cure for 
Koppel left him upset and out¬ 
raged. 

“He told me that I had to stop 
relating to gay people, attending 
gay Alcoholics and Narcotics 
Anonymous meetings,” Koppel 
said. 

But renouncing his friends, as¬ 
sociates, and support groups was¬ 
n’t all that the Army wanted - ap¬ 
parently they wanted complete 
control of Koppel, he said. 

“He also told me that I had to 
stop seeing my gay therapist,” 
Koppel told the B.A.R. 

“It was very upsetting. I could¬ 


n’t believe that he was actually de¬ 
manding that I stop seeing my 
therapist. I felt he was taking ad¬ 
vantage of my vulnerability,” 
Koppel said. 

Koppel’s disbelief and shock 
quickly turned to outrage, and he 
told the Salvation Army captain 
counselor that his suggestions 
were “totally unacceptable.” 

The Salvation Army’s response 
was quick, unequivocal, and clear¬ 
ly retaliatory - and Koppel will re¬ 
member it the rest of his life. 

“He said, ‘Leave here now,’” 
Koppel told the B.A.R. 

‘Really Mean’ 

A relapsing Koppel was ex¬ 
pelled back to the harsh life of the 
street he was trying desperately to 
escape. 

When Koppel returned the 
next day to try to pick up his scant 
possessions he was told the cap¬ 
tain counselor had tried - unsuc¬ 
cessfully - to have recycled Kop- 
pel’s clothes into the Army’s thrift 
store program. 

“I went to pick up my stuff and 


was told that the captain had tried 
to order them recycled. That was 
really mean. He wanted to give 
me a bad time,” Koppel said. 

A distraught Koppel tried to 
turn to the San Francisco Human 
Rights Commission for assistance 
in what he thought was clearly an 
incident of anti-gay discrimina¬ 
tion, but like many people caught 
up in street life, he just didn’t 
have the resources to follow 
through. 

“Its pretty rough on the street, 
and I was staying in transient ho¬ 
tels that had no phone, or I didn’t 
have any money to make a phone 
call. It was really hard,” Koppel 
said. 

Had Koppel connected with 
the city agency, it would have 
taken his complaint seriously, said 
HRC discrimination investigator 
Larry Brinkin. 

“One the face of it, what he is 
saying is something that we would 
have seriously investigated. Any 
program that receives city funds 
cannot discriminate in services on 
the basis of sexual orientation,” 
Brinkin said. 

The HRC is aware of the cur¬ 
rent controversy involving the 
Salvation Army and is monitoring 
the situation, Brinkin said. 

Brinkin, one of three discrim¬ 
ination investigators with the 
HRC Lesbian and Gay and 
AIDS/HIV unit, told the Bay 
Area Reporter that his agency has 
also requested a formal opinion 
and guidelines from the City At¬ 
torney’s office concerning reli¬ 
gious groups that deliver city ser¬ 
vices. T 
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Oregon Gay GOP 
Backs Fundies’ 
Senate Candidate

The old expression that poli¬ 
tics make strange bedfellows is es¬ 
pecially true for Oregon’s January 
30 special election to replace U.S. 
Senator Bob Packwood, who was 
forced to resign last year after the 
Senate Ethics Committee found 
him guilty of sexual misconduct. 

Republican candidate and for¬ 
mer Oregon State Assemblyman 
Gordon Smith garnered the en¬ 
dorsements of both the Oregon 
Citizens Alliance, the group be¬ 
hind anti-gay initiatives since 
1991, and of an openly gay Repub¬ 
lican Oregon State Assemblyman, 
Chuck Carpenter, who is himself 
up for re-election in March. 

Carpenter is one of five openly 
gay members of the Oregon 
House of Representatives: two 
men, two lesbians and one bisexu¬ 
al female. He is also one of four 
candidates in Oregon races receiv¬ 
ing donations from the Gay and 
Lesbian Victory Fund this year, 
according to that group’s Execu¬ 
tive Director David Clarenbach. 

Carpenter told the B.A.R. it 
was Smith’s pro-life stance that 
prompted the OCA to endorse 
him, but he added that Smith has 
always voted in favor of gay is¬ 
sues. Even so, many Oregon gays 
and lesbians are outraged at Car¬ 
penter for standing behind a can¬ 
didate tainted by OCA support. 

“It’s been rather ugly,” Car¬ 
penter acknowledged, adding that 
he wished it hadn’t become an 
issue. “My endorsement of Gor¬ 
don is not going to change the out¬ 
come of this election. 

“I’ve worked with Gordon 
over the past year now and I’ve 
done quite a bit of legislative work

endorsement and was satisfied 
with Smith’s opposition to anti¬ 
gay rights initiatives while in the 
Oregon House of Representatives. 
He said if Smith is elected. Car¬ 
penter would be in a position to 
influence one of the few moderate 
Republicans in the U.S. Senate. 
Clarenbach said that while he does 
not personally agree with Smith’s 
pro-life stance, joining forces with 
a politician like him is the kind of 
multi-pronged approach to social 
change that gays should embrace, 
or at least accept. 

“One of the things that we col¬ 
lectively are fighting in today’s po¬ 
litical environment is the stereo¬ 
type that all gays and lesbians are 
liberal/left/progressive/Democrats. 
I think most people with some so¬ 
phistication recognize that we 
come in all shapes and all sizes, 
we’re in all parts of the country 
from all political types. 

“I personally think abortion 
rights are analogous to gay rights, 
but the reality is that some gay 
men are anti-choice. While I think 
those people need to be educated 
as to why [they feel] the govern¬ 
ment can’t tell a man what he can 
do in making decisions about what 
to do with his own body, but it’s 
okay to tell a woman what she 
should do. I think it’s all relative.” 

The most recent polls indicate 
a neck-and-neck race. ▼ 


with him. I appreciate the fact that 
as a Republican he’s been willing 
to stand up against these anti-gay 
initiatives,” he said. 

“That’s not to say that there 
aren’t any areas of disagreement 
on gay and lesbian issues,” he ad¬ 
mitted, but said Smith has always 
been willing to sit down and talk. 

“He’s not a liberal, but he’s not 
a right-wing wacko.” 

Carpenter said that Smith 
vowed to have a non-discrimina¬ 
tion policy in place in his office 
that will include sexual orientation 
- but one sticking point is Smith’s 
recent statement that landlords 
should be allowed to discriminate 
against homosexuals for religious 
reasons. The so-called religious 
exemption is the same type out¬ 
lined in the Congressional Em¬ 
ployment Non-Discrimination Act 
(ENDA), which President Clinton 
finally endorsed last October. 

Carpenter said, “Obviously I 
wouldn’t want anybody to be dis¬ 
criminated against because they 
are gay or lesbian.” 

Clarenbach told the B.A.R. that 
he spoke with Carpenter about his

Neo-Nazis Claim 
‘Gay Panic’ in 
Texas Murder

Murder charges were filed Fri¬ 
day, January 5 against two neo- 
Nazis who admitted attacking a 
pair of gay men they met in a 
Houston-area bar, killing one of 
them, sheriff’s deputies said. 

Half-brothers Daniel Christo¬ 
pher Bean, 19, and Ronald Henry 
Gauthier, 21, both of Columbia 
Falls, Montana, were held in jail 
in lieu of $50,000 bond each. 

Bean and Gauthier said they 
were in the Houston area to visit 
their mother. They claim to be 
members of a California-based 
neo-Nazi group, “the German 
Peace Corps.” Authorities Friday 
were still checking to determine if 
that was true. 

Deputy Tim Navarre arrested 
the two men as they ran from the 
scene, according to Sheriff 
Tommy Thomas. Navarre said he 
stopped the suspects because they 
were covered in blood. 

While questioning them, 
Navarre said he heard a police re¬ 
port broadcast over his radio 
about a stabbing at Dolly’s Place, 
a nearby bar. The deputy took the 
suspects back to the bar, where 


several witnesses identified them. 

Frank Mangione, 46, was 
stabbed more than 30 times and 
was pronounced dead at Columbia 
Katy Medical Center, deputies 
said. Kenneth Stem, a friend, said 
he and Mangione met Bean and 
Gauthier at the bar. 

Deputies said the four men had 
left the bar briefly and gone for a 
ride together in Mangione’s van 
before the attacks. 

Both suspects told Navarre the 
attacks were prompted because 
Mangione or Stem had placed a 
hand on one of them during the ride. 

After returning to the bar, 
Stem said one of the suspects had 
attacked him. Stern was badly 
beaten before other bar patrons 
helped him and stopped the fight. 

Stern then went outside to 
check on his friend, who had 
stayed in the van outside. Stem 
found Mangione bleeding from 
numerous stab wounds. 

Witnesses told detectives that 
before the attack, Bean and Gau¬ 
thier made derogatory statements 
about gays and said they were 
going to attack a gay. 

“This was definitely a hate 
crime,” Thomas said. V

Gay, Lesbian Docs 
To Publish New 
Medical Journal

The world’s first medical jour¬ 
nal specifically devoted to les¬ 
bian and gay health needs is slat¬ 
ed to roll off the press in early 
1997, according to the Gay and 
Lesbian Medical Association. 

The bi-national group of 
physicians and medical students 
has already raised $50,000 to¬ 
ward the $200,000 necessary to 
launch the publication, according 
to lesbian cardiologist Val in¬ 
stead, MD. 

“This is one of the most im¬ 
portant projects ever undertaken 
for lesbian and gay health,” in¬ 
stead said. 

“It’s a project I’m really very 
excited about,” said the group’s 
executive director, Ben Schatz. 
“There’s almost nothing in med¬ 
ical school training or in continu¬ 
ing medical education about les¬ 
bian and gay health issues or 
needs.” 

Schatz told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that there has been no “re¬ 
liable venue” for research into 
lesbian and gay health issues, and 
that absence creates a vicious 
cycle. 


“Because there’s not a venue 
for scholars and researchers to 
publish, people are not aware of 
the issues or needs. Once there is 
a venue and people are publish¬ 
ing, then research gets funded 
and that leads to funding of les¬ 
bian and gay health services,” 
Schatz said. 

The journal will be published 
by Plenum Publishing Corpora¬ 
tion of New York, and will spe¬ 
cialize in original clinical re¬ 
search, Schatz said. 

However, topical essays and 
news in the field of lesbian and 
gay health will also be featured, 
and issues such as HIV, gynecol¬ 
ogy, mental illness, sexually 
transmitted diseases, oncology, 
and a broad range of other issues 
will be addressed. 

According to Jocelyn White 
MD, an assistant professor of in¬ 
ternal medicine at Oregon Health 
Sciences University in Portland 
and one of the Journal's two edi¬ 
tors, the publication reflects the 
goals of the GLMA. 

“It’s a direct extension of 
GLMA’s vision of education, pro¬ 
moting understanding of the 
health issues of the population we 


serve. It promotes visibility and 
credibility and provides opportu¬ 
nities for GLMA members and 
other health professionals to 
reach their full potential academ¬ 
ically and educationally,” White 
said. 

The second editor of the Jour¬ 
nal is Mark Townsend, an assis¬ 
tant professor of psychiatry at 
Louisiana State University 
School of Medicine. 

The GLMA Journal will pub¬ 
lish quarterly, and be distributed 
to members and subscribers. T

Congressional 
Resolution Lets NIH 
AIDS Drug Trials Go On

Even the Republicans in Wash¬ 
ington got the message that it was¬ 
n’t in the country’s best interest to 
halt all new AIDS drug trials 
while they played with the nation¬ 
al budget. This week federal legis¬ 
lators voted to fully fund all new 
AIDS drug trials at the National 
Institutes of Health (NIH) sched¬ 
uled for 1996, averting the possi¬ 
bility the trials would fall victim 
to the budget imbroglio. 

The one-month old federal 
budget impasse had shut down all 
new admissions in 100 NIH AIDS 
clinical trials set to begin this 
month. A bipartisan resolution 
was passed Friday, June 5 approv¬ 
ing $11.9 billion to fund all NIH 
projects and activities. AIDS re¬ 
search will receive $1.4 billion, 
$73 million more than during 
1995, from the Labor-Health & 
Human Services-Education Ap¬ 
propriation Subcommittee that 
funds AIDS research and preven¬ 
tion programs. 

The resolution will also pro¬ 
vide $590 million for AIDS pre¬ 
vention activities funded by the 
CDC. 

“The feeling was ‘enough is 
enough,’ and we needed to get 
some of these high-priority pro¬ 
grams funded,” said Steve Morin, 
aide to U.S. Representative Nancy 


Pelosi, chair of the subcommittee. 
President Clinton signed the reso¬ 
lution on Saturday, he said. 

If not for the resolution, an es¬ 
timated 750 new patients each 
month throughout the U.S. would 
have been prevented from receiv¬ 
ing experimental drugs and thera¬ 
pies, according to Dr. Jack Killen, 
Director of the AIDS division of 
the National Institute of Allergy 
and Infectious Diseases, which 
funds the Clinical Trials Group. 

Morin said the main reason the 
drug trials would have been halted 
is there would have been no way 
to pay the sub-contracted data 
analysis specialists. 

Mark Jacobson, Principal In¬ 
vestigator at UCSF, commented 
that a halt to new trials would 
mean stopping research in gener¬ 
al. Last week, before the last 
minute funding came through, he 
told the B.A.R., “We have had to 
stop communicating with our in¬ 
vestigators. It may take a while for 
them to get back up to speed.” 

But he agreed that without 
funding, a shutdown of any new 
projects was best. Jacobson did 


not blame the NIH administrators 
for halting the trials. 

San Francisco AIDS activists 
had expressed concern over the 
shutdown of trials, but they also 
understood that the NIH wanted to 
ensure patient safety and study in¬ 
tegrity. Virg Parks of ACT 
UP/Golden Gate told the B.A.R ., 
“An entity as gigantic as the NIH 
can’t run without secretaries. They 
are vital, you need those adminis¬ 
trative people. The data center 
isn’t processing any data, the op¬ 
erations office has completely 
shut down.” She added that pa¬ 
tient care would eventually have 
been adversely affected. 

Another area directly affecting 
AIDS patients, the FDA drug ap¬ 
proval process, was not in danger, 
according to Mattie Morris of the 
FDA District Office in Alameda, 
since that new budget was ap¬ 
proved in October. “We will not 
get caught up in the budget 
process,” she said. 

However, Morin said that two 
other problem areas still exist: 
Ryan White Title I and HOPWA 
funds expire later this month. T

Bristol-Myers Squibb Compa¬ 
ny announced Thursday, January 
4 that the U.S. Food and Drug Ad¬ 
ministration granted full market¬ 
ing clearance to Zerit (also known 
as d4T and stavudine), a nucleo¬ 
side analogue used in the treat¬ 
ment of HIV. 

Zerit was cleared for market¬ 
ing under the FDA’s accelerated 
approval program on June 27, 
1994, based on an interim analysis 
of data from BMS Study 019 (a 
multi-center, randomized, double- 
blinded trial of ZERIT vs. contin¬ 
ued AZT in 822 HIV-infected 
adults with CD4 cell counts be¬ 
tween 50 and 500 cells/mm^’ and 
at least 24 weeks of prior AZT 
treatment), and an analysis of 
12,551 patients enrolled in a par¬ 
allel track study, one of the largest 
of its kind ever conducted. 

Bristol-Myers Squibb Compa¬ 
ny submitted a supplemental New 
Drug Application to the FDA re¬ 
questing that the indication for 
Zerit be expanded to reflect the 
final results from Study 019. Final 
analysis included a complete eval¬ 
uation of clinical endpoints such 
as the incidence of opportunistic 
infections and survival. 

“Bristol-Myers Squibb is 


proud to be the developer and 
marketer of the first antiretroviral 
drug to receive full approval 
through the FDA’s Accelerated 
Approval process,” said Isadore 
M. Pike, MD, vice president at 
Bristol-Myers Squibb. 

“We have honored our commit¬ 
ment under FDA accelerated ap¬ 
proval regulations to verify the 
clinical benefit of Zerit,” he added. 

Ongoing Studies 

“Our research efforts in devel¬ 
oping Zerit to its fullest potential 
will not cease,” said Laurie Smal- 
done, MD, vice president, Infec¬ 
tious Disease, Clinical Research 
at Bristol-Myers Squibb Pharma¬ 
ceutical Research Institute. 
‘There are numerous studies, on¬ 
going and planned, to evaluate the 
role of Zerit in the treatment of all 
stages of HIV infection, and its 
role in the initial management of 
disease in combination with other 
antiretroviral agents.

HIV-Related TB at Vacaville 


United Press International 

An outbreak of tuberculosis at 
the California Medical Facility at 
Vacaville, where four times the 
normal level of cases were diag¬ 
nosed in 1995, has prompted 
prison officials to shut down ad¬ 
mission to the facility’s AIDS unit 
until the outbreak is controlled. 

The AIDS unit at Vacaville is 
“probably going to reopen short¬ 
ly,” Department of Corrections 
spokesman Tip Kindel said Thurs¬ 
day, January 4. “They just wanted 
to do that as a precaution.” 


Twenty inmates, all of whom 
were HIV-positive, were diag¬ 
nosed and treated in 1995 for ac¬ 
tive TB - four times more cases 
than the previous year. 

“We are doing everything in 
our power to track down and treat 
this public health issue,” said Cor¬ 
rections Deputy Director Kyle 
McKinsey. “We are working 
closely with public health officials 
at local, state, and national levels 
to stop the spread of the disease.” 

Ten of the active cases have 
been traced to exposure to two in¬ 
mates carrying the disease. ▼

First KS-Fighting 
Ointment To Enter 
Phase III Trials

A California company an¬ 
nounced Friday, January 5 it will 
launch a randomized pivotal 
Phase III clinical trial with the 
first topical therapy to be evaluat¬ 
ed in Kaposi’s sarcoma (KS). 

Allergan Ligand Retinoid 
Therapeutics, Inc. of San Diego 
presented interim data to the Food 
and Drug Administration in late 
November on its product 
“ALRT1057 Topical” (9-cis- 
retinoic acid), and agreement was 
reached to proceed with the Phase 
III pivotal trial. 

KS is a tumor first described 
by the Austro-Hungarian derma¬ 
tologist Moritz Kaposi. It was ini¬ 
tially associated with certain eth¬ 
nic groups, but the populations at 
risk have broadened significantly 
with the advent of the AIDS epi¬ 
demic. HIV-induced immunologi¬ 
cal deficiency predisposes to a va¬ 
riety of opportunistic infections 
and neoplastic disorders. 

KS is present in approximately 
20% of AIDS patients. Approxi¬ 
mately 25,000 patients are newly 
diagnosed with AIDS-related KS 
each year in the United States. 
Eventually, almost all patients 
with AIDS-related KS develop 
widespread sites of disease, with 
limited mucocutaneous lesions 
proceeding to more generalized 
skin disease and with lymph node, 
gastrointestinal, pulmonary, and 
other organ involvement. 

The controlled Phase I/II trial 
was designed to assess the safety 
and efficacy of two concentrations 
of ALRT1057 topical gel, applied 
two to four times daily to KS le¬ 
sions in HIV-positive patients who 
have biopsy-proven KS, and are 
not using concomitant KS therapy. 
Representative KS lesions were 
designated for ALRT1057 treat¬ 
ment or as untreated controls on 
the basis of similar characteristics. 

Control untreated lesions were 
monitored untreated for at least 
eight weeks. The study design 
specified four weeks of active 
therapy, which could be continued 
in four-week increments if the 
treatment was judged by the in¬ 
vestigator to be of clinical benefit 
to the patient with no unaccept¬ 
able toxicity. Evaluations of safety 
and efficacy were made at four- 


week intervals throughout the 
study. 

Thirty percent 
‘partial’ response 

Interim results of those trials, 
analyzed on a per patient basis, in¬ 
dicate ALRT 1057 induced a re¬ 
sponse - as defined by AIDS Clin¬ 
ical Trial Group (ACTG) criteria, 
as applied to topical therapy - in 
30 percent of 43 patients with 
AIDS-related KS evaluated to 
date. This interim assessment sup¬ 
ports results of an earlier interim 
assessment, reported in September 
1995. 

Thirteen of the 43 patients 
(30%) met at least one ACTG cri¬ 
terion for partial response for the 
group of treated index lesions, 
compared to four of the 43 pa¬ 
tients (9%) for the group of un¬ 
treated control lesions. No patient 
had an ACTG complete response 
(in which all treated index lesions 
completely resolved); however, 
4.5% of the treated index lesions 
had a complete clinical response, 
and no untreated control lesion 
showed a complete clinical re¬ 
sponse. 

Eleven of 43 patients (26%) 
met ACTG partial response crite¬ 
ria, with a complete flattening of 
at least 50% of the raised treated 
index lesions, compared to four of 
43 patients (9%) for control un¬ 
treated lesions. 

Three of the 43 patients (7%) 
met ACTG partial response crite¬ 
ria with a 50% or greater reduc¬ 
tion in the sum of the areas of all 
treated index lesions, compared to 
none of the 43 patients for the 
control lesions. 

“We continue to be pleased 
with the results emerging from on¬ 
going Phase II trials. On the basis 
of these results, we believe the 
drug should be studied in a ran¬ 
domized, blinded. Phase III piv¬ 
otal trial, and are now proceeding 
to do so,” ALRT President Marvin 
E. Rosenthale, Ph.D. said. 

A protocol for an oral version 
of ALRT 1057 in KS has been ac¬ 
cepted by the newly formed 
AIDS-Related Malignancy Con¬ 
sortium, under the sponsorship of 
the National Cancer Institute. Pa¬ 
tient accrual under this protocol is 
expected in early 1996. In addi¬ 
tion, ALRT 1057 Oral will be eval¬ 


uated in HIV-positive patients in a 
trial planned by the National Can¬ 
cer Institute to examine its ability 
to help sustain helper T-cell (CD4) 
levels. ▼

H aving AIDS or HIV cre¬ 
ates additional obstacles 
for survival and quality of 
life in an already difficult 
world. How one chooses to deal 
with the medical aspects of HIV 
infection often dictates the quality 
and perhaps length of life. Patients 
should develop a proactive ap¬ 
proach to self-care and self-advo¬ 
cacy. 

ACT UP/Golden Gate has re¬ 
ceived thousands of calls over the 
years from patients requesting 
help in receiving proper care, get¬ 
ting specific drugs and dealing 
with bureaucracies such as insur¬ 
ance companies, 

HMOs and govern¬ 
ment agencies. ACT 
UP has assisted pa¬ 
tients when we 
could. It has become 
very clear to us that 
our society has no 
“training program” 
in how to deal with 
a difficult situation 
such as HIV infec¬ 
tion. ACT UP/Gold¬ 
en Gate is not an in¬ 
dividual advocacy 
organization, in¬ 
stead we want pa¬ 
tients to learn to ad¬ 
vocate for them¬ 
selves. Often self 
advocacy translates 
into a larger com¬ 
munity benefit. 

Part I: The Tools 
of the Trade 

HIV-infected individuals 
should acknowledge their situa¬ 
tion as early as possible. The first 
step is psychologically accepting 
the situation. This may require 
professional or peer-support help 
of some kind. The person infected 
who cannot “deal” with the situa¬ 
tion psychosocially is profoundly 
handicapped in all other aspects of 
living with HIV. 

Next patients must self-edu- 
cate. Two useful books are HIV+ 
Working the System by Robert A. 
Rimer and Michael A. Connely 
and Nutrition and HIV: A New 
Model for Treatment by Dr. Mary 
Romeyn. Browse the local book¬ 
store’s HIV or Health Section to 
see which books are best. Educa¬ 
tion must continue on a more reg¬ 


ular basis due to constantly chang¬ 
ing treatments and prophylaxis. 
Project Inform has regular town 
meetings, publications, and a hot¬ 
line that can be reached at (415) 
558-8669. 

AIDS Treatment News by John 
James, (415) 255-0588, and BETA 
(The Bulletin of Experimental 
Treatments for AIDS), (415) 487- 
8064 are excellent resources. 
Healing Alternatives Foundation, 
the local AIDS Buyers Club, has 
an excellent resource library and 
librarian. Women Organized to 
Respond to Life-Threatening Dis¬

is an excellent resource for HIV+ 
women.

through a true partnership between 
physician and patient. The physi¬ 
cian must be aware of the latest de¬ 
velopments in HIV care and be 
able to educate the patient about 
available clinical trials. Patients 
know their situation best and must 
learn to communicate that situa¬ 
tion to the doctor. It is difficult to 
deal with switching doctors during 
a medical crisis, therefore a part¬ 
nership should be developed early. 
Sometimes conflicts will develop 
between even the most cooperative 
of doctors and patients. This is a 
normal part of any human interac¬ 
tion. and neither party should be' 
afraid of disagreement. The ability 
to resolve differences to the satis¬ 
faction of both parties is crucial. If 
a certain patient/doctor arrange¬ 
ment cannot do this, 
it is the patient’s re¬ 
sponsibility to dis¬ 
solve it and start in¬ 
terviewing new doc¬ 
tors.

Patients must make many im¬ 
portant decisions. Securing a 
health insurance plan early on is 
essential to good care. Knowledge

This degree of 
self-confidence doesn’t come 
easy. The interests of the drug 
company, researchers, regulators 
and third party reimbursers do not 
always intersect with the best ap¬ 
proach for patients. Patients must 
leam to recognize each player’s 
interests and objectives and push 
for the best treatment for them¬ 
selves - even when all other par¬ 
ties refuse to cooperate.

crew; anything I can’t finish, I 
pass on to him. This does tend to 
lead to “collateral damage,” where 
my effort to gain weight mostly 
adds the poundage to my partner. 

For eating out I’ve learned to 
avoid traditional American restau¬ 
rants, where a huge plate of food 
is deposited in front of you. I pre¬ 
fer family-style dining, such as 
Chinese, where a wide assortment 
of food is put out for everyone to 
help themselves. This avoids the 
public embarrassment of toying 
ineffectually with a huge entree 
and allows you to selectively 
poach whatever strikes your 
fancy. Tapas joints and dim-sum 
parlors are good options for the 
same reason. 

Cold Dumplings 

Even finding foods that interest 
me enough that I’m willing to try 
eating them has become a chal¬ 
lenge. I’m not sure how my “taste 
perversions” (the official term for 
the phenomenon) work, but some 
foods just taste wrong. 

Ironically, the more expensive 
food is the likelier it is to avoid 
this problem. I’ve tried to find 
some rational explanation for this. 
Perhaps, I conjecture, the use of 
additives and cheap flavoring 
agents is what makes cheaper food 
vulnerable to taste distortion. My 
partner just attributes it to the 
“Prince and the pea” factor, and 
suspects that my taste buds react 
as much to the price tag of food as 
they do to flavor. 

That’s possible, too, I suppose, 
but I really do think that the best 
restaurants pay a lot more atten¬ 
tion to getting pure, clear flavors 
across and that this explains the 
ability of pricey food to get past 
the perversions. Whatever the rea¬ 
son, the net result is that I have to 
pay more for the food. I used to be 
quite fond of any number of 
places that served mountains of 
good food cheap, and now I have 
very little use for them. There’s 
just no way I can eat more than 
four of five bites of a burrito, how¬ 
ever good it is. 

Sometimes I wonder if this 
isn’t a karmic payback for being a 
pig in a previous life. Perhaps I 
was so greedy that to teach me a 
lesson I was reincarnated in this 
bizarre avatar, where I must pig 
out to save my life and find I can’t. 
Or maybe it’s a karmic reward for 
being frugal in a previous life. 


Calorie

L ast week I finally began 
Human Growth Hormone. 
The physician’s assistant 
gave me about $2,100 
worth of the drug (two weeks sup¬ 
ply), showed me how to shoot it 
up, and gave me advice on how to 
get the most out of this new 
miracle treatment. “You’ll 
need to exercise,” he said. 
“Mostly resistance-type, 
like weightlifting. That will 
develop muscles without 
burning off too much ener¬ 
gy. And you’ll have to eat a 
lot; you should try for 
6,000 calories a day.” 

This threw for me for a 
loop. I knew that I had to 
eat as much as possible, 
that I wasn’t absorbing nu¬ 
trition at the same rate as 
healthy people, but I’d 
never had an actual figure 
of calories-per-day to shoot 
for. I was a bit dismayed at 
just how high the target fig¬ 
ure was. 

How much is 6,000 
calories per day? I tried to 
break it down into actual 
food. A “Special K” break¬ 
fast, advertised on cereal 
boxes, boasts that it has 
only 400 or so calories 
(from a bowl of cereal, 
milk, a glass of juice, and a 
piece of toast). I began to calculate 
a “calorie packer’s breakfast”: six 
scrambled eggs, waffles with but¬ 
ter and syrup, six rashers of bacon, 
four sausage links, toast with jam, 
coffee with milk and sugar. This 
barely hits 1,500 calories. I added 
a chocolate milk shake, which 
boosted it up to 2,000. 

Aside from the looks I would 
get if I ordered such a breakfast, 
there’s the little detail that I could 
never actually manage to pack 
down more than a fraction of it. 
My appetite is weak, even with the 
best appetite stimulants money 
and medical science can provide. 
Some of this may be caused by the 
disease. Some is certainly caused 
by the drugs I take, as most of 
them warn of nausea as a side ef¬ 
fect. In fact, it’s something of a 
miracle that I can digest any food 
at all, given the number of antibi¬ 
otics I’m on. 

So I’m in this strange situation 
of having a mandate to stuff my¬ 
self as shamelessly as possible and 
paradoxically finding that virtual¬ 
ly nothing appeals to me. 


Collateral Damage 

1 left the doctor’s office with 
the phrase “6,000 calories” echo¬ 
ing in my mind. Now I had a con¬ 
crete goal to reach for, and it 
seemed hopelessly out of my 
grasp. Up until that moment I’d 
pushed myself to eat, but not real 
hard. If I managed to get in three 
solid meals a day, I was very 
proud of myself. Now I realized 
that this mediocre accomplish¬ 
ment fell far short of what I need¬ 
ed. But I was at a loss as to how to 
get in the 6,000-calorie ballpark. 

I could try drinking more Ad- 
vera. I currently drink about four a 
day. Each Advera has about 300 
calories. So to get my total daily 
calorie intake from Advera, I 
would have to drink 20 cans a 
day! This simply isn’t feasible; I 
have trouble choking down four of 
them. Besides, activists have 
called for a boycott of Ensure and 
Advera. While I haven’t been able 
to join in, I certainly don’t want to 
start megadosing on the stuff, 
even if I could stomach it. 

Most frustrating are my lack of 
capacity and the speed with which 
I tire of any given dish. Sitting 
down and packing in a huge meal 
just isn’t possible for me anymore. 
After about half an entree, I’m 
full. And my taste buds, distorted

T he acclaim that is greeting 
Tom: The Unknown Ten¬ 
nessee Williams (Crown, 
$35), Lyle Leverich’s biog¬ 
raphy of the famed American 
dramatist, is gratifying to the first¬ 
time author, “but it really belongs 
to Tennessee, not to me,” he in¬ 
sists, referring to the two-time 
Pulitzer Prize-winning author of 
The Glass Menagerie, A Streetcar 
Named Desire, Cat on a Hot Tin 
Roof Suddenly, Last Summer, The 
Rose Tattoo and Night of the Igua¬ 
na. 

Williams, who died in 1983 and 
whom critic John Lahr dubbed 
“America’s greatest playwright,” 
named Leverich his authorized bi¬ 
ographer and afforded him access 
to previously unpublished journals 
and considerable family memora¬ 
bilia housed at the University of 
Texas in Austin. But Leverich, a 
former San Francisco theatrical 
producer, did not start out to write 
a biography of Williams and did 
not anticipate how rocky the road 
to publication would be.

A nyone who remembers Theatre 
Rhino’s production of gay play¬ 
wright Chay Yew’s Porcelain sev¬ 
eral years ago will recall a stark, 
beautifully poetic, emotionally gripping 
drama that explored issues of sexuality 
and race with candor and lean efficiency. 
Well, the 30-year-old Yew has been busy 
in the intervening years and has come 
back to San Francisco for a spell to work 
on the Asian American Theater Company 
production of his latest play, A Language 
of Their Own, which opened last week for 
a month-long run.

D esmond Barrit’s Bottom 
is so good he’s bringing it 
all the way from London 
to show it off in San Fran¬ 
cisco. Barrit even has the distinc¬ 
tion of having won major awards 
for his Bottom. Who among us 
can claim the same? The Royal 
Shakespeare Company’s much- 
celebrated and, by all accounts, 
mercifully fresh production of the 
Bard’s A Midsummer Night’s 
Dream, in which the corpulent and 
comedically incisive Barrit por¬ 
trays Nick Bottom the weaver, 
opened at the Golden Gate The¬ 
atre earlier this week. Barrit’s Bot¬ 
tom is there — transformation into 
ass and all — for all of Northern 
California to ogle.

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Fassbinder's Martha Among Films 
from Germany and Switzerland 


Deutsche Larks

T he Castro Theatre has 
some tasty treats coming 
up with Berlin and Be¬ 
yond, a week-long cele¬ 
bration of new cinema from Ger¬ 
many and Switzerland. The films 
in this festival, which begins Jan¬ 
uary 11, come from filmmakers 
whose work is rarely seen State¬ 
side but which often plays the 
leading festivals of Europe. Curat¬ 
ed by the Goethe-Institut, Berlin 
and Beyond is an excellent place 
to start shopping for young talent 
from Europe. 

This festival takes one signifi¬ 
cant deviation from its mission of 
showcasing contemporary film¬ 
makers. Martha has many people 
excited, since the 1973 film by the 
late Rainer Werner Fassbinder has 
been “re-discovered” after drifting 
in legal oblivion for 23 years. The 
film was entangled in legal dis¬ 
putes involving alleged plagiarism 
of Cornell Woolrich’s “For the 
Rest of Her Life.” The film is pre¬ 
dictably disturbing and occasion¬ 
ally ludicrous. It begins as a black 
comedy with Martha in Rome 
with her domineering father. He 
drops dead on the Spanish Steps 
and she wails about her stolen 
purse. Her drunken mother is no 
help, and soon Martha is mesmer¬ 
ized by a strong, sullen and sadis¬ 
tic man. They get married, and so 
goes the bitter comedy of the 
film’s first half hour. The relation¬ 
ship veers into madness and strict 
rules that leave Martha terrified 
for her life. Fassbinder, to his 
credit, avoids cliches and creates 
some serious tension amidst 
blooming flowers and sunny

skies. 

With a few uvula-shaking 
shrieks, Martha (Margit 
Carstensen) would make any hor¬ 
ror fan proud, but Fassbinder has a 
larger agenda. Martha has some 
fairly alarming things to say about 
war between the sexes. Men are 
dominant and violent and women 
want to be physically and emo¬ 
tionally enslaved. Martha offers 
no hope for the gross and tragic 


facts of sexual biology and psy¬ 
chological torture. The title char¬ 
acter becomes a pitiable creature, 
unable and unwilling to break free 
from controlling men. Her sacri¬ 
fices and compromises in mar¬ 
riage extend way beyond heroics 
and charge headlong into self-de¬ 
struction. 

As Fassbinder said in an essay 
included in the press materials, 
“Most men simply do not know 



Hell Is Other People

U nfortunately for all of us, the lessons of 
the Spanish Inquisition are increasing in 
relevance. The Catholics had nothing to 
envy the Nazis when it came to institu¬ 
tionalizing ruthless control over everybody else’s 
hearts, minds and wallets. I, The Worst of All — 
a great film with a lousy title — is the portrait of 
a 17th-century Spaniard whose genius chal¬ 
lenged the System’s endemic contempt for indi¬ 
vidual freedom. 

Apart from its right-on analysis of wrong¬ 
headed social structures, Argentinian director 
Maria Luisa Bemberg’s biopic offers us the 
classiest in a long (recent) line of lesbian ro¬ 
mance films. Juana Inez de la Cruz (Assumpta 
Serna, right), one of the greatest poets of the 
Golden Age, has entered a Mexican convent as 
the only way to escape marriage and live for her 
muse. Enter Dominique Sanda, as the Vicerine of 
Mexico — a powerful ally, way-cool femme and 
heavily-brocaded object of a series of impas¬ 
sioned love poems. 

Ultimately, the haven Sister Juana sought in 
Mother Church becomes the prison of the patri¬ 
archal state and she is stripped, by increments, of 
every moral, intellectual and emotional support. 
Finally, she agrees to renounce her worldly self, 
signing a confession in her own blood with the 
phrase “I, The Worst of All.” Here, the film 
achieves stalemate, the conundrum of the free 
spirit trapped in a corrupt cult resisting any facile 
cinematic solution. 

Despite, or because of its final unreconciled 
paradox, this is a brilliant film. With amazing re¬ 
straint and intelligence, Bemberg has rendered 
the eternal problem of the aspiring Self done-in 
by the oppressive Group. Don’t let the costumes 
fool you. Whatever it calls itself, some form of 
the Inquisition is always with us. ▼

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how to oppress women the way 
women would like to be op¬ 
pressed.” He takes on the 
provocative idea of female en¬ 
slavement as a state of desire, but 
there is little in Martha’s behavior 
that makes her sympathetic. Most 
often she appears downright stu¬ 
pid. Whether this is because of her 
own inadequacies or the numbing 
realities of male domination is not 
entirely clear. 

Martha evokes those classic 
wife-in-peril-by-psycho-husband 
tales such as Sorry, Wrong Num¬ 
ber, Suspicion and Gaslight. 
Martha has confused love with op¬ 
pression and desire with accep¬ 
tance. She has an aching need to 
please her man. By film’s end, 
“Martha is no longer capable of 
surviving on her own and has thus 
achieved exactly what she want¬ 
ed,” said Fassbinder. “The film 
tells the story of what it would 
take to make this woman happy.” 

Short on irony, Martha veers 


into the putrid world of misogyny. 
What’s missing in Fassbinder’s 
thesis is any recognition that men 
are setting the rules, playing the 
game and speaking on behalf of 
women and women’s desires. With 
the deck so loaded, of course there 
will be men, and male filmmakers, 
who claim women want to be con¬ 
trolled. It’s time to blame the vic¬ 
tim. What makes this message dif¬ 
ferent from the absurd conceit that 
women want to be raped? In a 
world already full of heterosexual 
violence, it is a startling and com¬ 
bustible message coming from the 
homosexual Fassbinder. 

A filmmaker to watch 

Everything else in Berlin and 
Beyond comes from filmmakers 
very much alive. Shadows of 
Fear, made in 1992, is the second 
feature of 34-year-old Turkish di¬ 
rector Konstantin Schmidt. It has 
subtle and satisfying power. A 
woman seeking political asylum 


in Berlin does not speak, has no 
papers and is virtually catatonic. 
Who is she and where did she 
come from? Mohammed, a Turk 
and fellow refugee, sees into her 
haunted eyes and tries to help. A 
young ward doctor in a psychiatric 
clinic also tries to reach her with 
middling success, and a Nurse 
Ratched wanna-be does more 
damage than good. 

Meanwhile, we grow to care 
for this damaged creature, who 
was the victim of unspeakable tor¬ 
ture. She is a political lightning 
rod, as her fate is woven with psy¬ 
chiatry, deportation, state vio¬ 
lence, the police and modem Ger¬ 
many. 

Shadows of Fear is quiet and 
disarming — moments of under¬ 
stated poignancy sneak up unex¬ 
pectedly. After fruitless efforts 
with translators to determine her 
origins, the victim quietly points 
to the former Yugoslavia on a 
globe when no one is looking. The

slightest wrong move sends the 
fragile heroine into a dark spell of 
loneliness while the well-meaning 
doctor watches helplessly. The 
plight of the dispossessed is mov¬ 
ingly depicted here through quiet 
storytelling, a low budget and an 
absence of histrionics. Schmidt is 
a young filmmaker to watch. 

Outside Time is set in an East 
German town so insignificant that 
the train doesn’t stop there any¬ 
more. We see Sophie, the train sta¬ 
tion manager, cope with unem¬ 
ployment and a mother and broth¬ 
er who are a bit too cozy with each 
other. Along comes Sergei, a 
Russian deserter, to upset the fam¬ 
ily dynamics and unleash homo¬ 
erotic desires from the aforemen¬ 
tioned brother. Director Andreas 
Kleinert makes good use of bleak 


vistas, and the leading players are 
attractive, but the whole affair 
makes for rough slogging. 

Advance buzz on Joseph Vils- 
maier’s Schlafes Bruder (Brother 
of Sleep) is very good, a beautiful¬ 
ly photographed epic tragedy. 
Ditto Talk of the Town, a comedy 
about a radio talk-show host who 
can’t get her love life on track. 

Other titles in Berlin and Be¬ 
yond include Deadly Maria, a 
Billy Liar-e sque escapist fantasy, 
Ludwig 1881, which features 
everyone’s favorite mad king of 
Bavaria, and The Deathmaker, an 
updated treatment of the child 
murders first seen in Fritz Lang’s 
1931 film, M. ▼ 

Berlin and Beyond runs Jan¬ 
uary 11 - 17 at the Castro.

A Language of Their Own 

Twisted Tongues

B y dissecting the unique 
language lovers use to ex¬ 
press their love, pro¬ 
nounce their hatred and 
avoid communication altogether, 
playwright Chay Yew turns the 
standard relationship cliches into 
beautifully crafted, emotionally 
charged theatrical poetry. His new 
play, A Language of Their Own, 
opened last week to kick off of the 
Asian American Theater Compa¬ 
ny’s 23rd season. 

A familiar tale simply, but art¬ 
fully told, this Language is spoken 
primarily by Oscar and Ming, 
lovers of four years at the 
precipice of their imminent break¬ 
up. Oscar, an emotionally re¬ 
strained Chinese man, has just 
tested HIV-positive and initiates 
the end of his relationship with 
Ming, a more expressive Ameri¬ 
can-born Chinese man. The issues 
the lovers are forced to deal with 
as their relationship crumbles 
come into sharp focus as the play 
quickly cross cuts thoughts and 
scenes from their four years to¬ 
gether with the silence-laden con¬ 
clusion of their love affair. 

First, there are the HIV issues: 
Oscar feels that his illness will 
cheat Ming of his own life and vi¬ 
tality. Ming disagrees and wants 
to stay to care for Oscar. Then 
there are the Asian issues. Oscar 
holds his feelings in just as his 
Chinese family did while Ming 
wants to make out in public, or at

least wants to hear the words “I 
love you” spoken aloud. The 
lovers cannot reconcile their dif¬ 
ferences and part with strained 
amicability. 

They move on to other rela¬ 
tionships: Ming moves to Califor¬ 
nia with Robert, a white waiter, 
while Oscar more reluctantly 
takes up with Daniel, a flamboy¬ 
antly queer Harvard business stu¬ 
dent. As Ming and Oscar begin 
their new relationships, the former 
lovers still find themselves speak¬ 
ing the words of the language they 
created for each other midst the 
relationship that will probably be 


the most important either will 
have in his lifetime. 

The most powerful element in 
A Language of Their Own is the 
aching familiarity that instantly 
draws in anyone who has ever suf¬ 
fered the loss of an important rela¬ 
tionship. Yew’s language is natur¬ 
al and filled with the sitcom and 
movie-screen rhythms that people 
tend to affect when dealing with 
the complicated language of rela¬ 
tionships. Yew wisely interjects as 
much humor into the heartbreak 
as possible, but the overwhelming 
impression the play leaves is one

the run was sold out and forced to 
extend while the play was still in 
rehearsal. 

Sitting in Cafe Flore on a rainy 
December day, Yew explains the 
genesis of Language. He says that 
the play was, first of all, a re¬ 
sponse to his mother’s wish that 
he would follow the dark, bloody 
Porcelain with something 
brighter, like a love story. “My 
take on love is through the eyes of 
my friends and through my slight 
experiences with it,” Yew says. 
“My brushes with love have been, 
for the most part, negative. People 
do such strange, evil, nice, weird 
things in a relationship — espe¬ 
cially a caring one. That’s why 
language is so important. It has to 
convey all those things and more.” 

The play itself was actually 
begun in a cafe, not unlike the one 
Yew sits in for this interview. “I 
was eavesdropping on this couple 
— I love doing that when I’m 
bored — when the man said to the 
woman, ‘I don’t think we should 
see each other anymore.’ I was so 
embarrassed for the girl. I tried to 
imagine what it would have been 
like to be in that position. I knew 
then I had the first line of my 
play.” 

A Language of Their Own is 
the story of two lovers, Oscar, 
who was bom in China, and Ming, 
an American-born Chinese. Oscar, 
who has AIDS, wants to break up, 
Ming does not, but the couple 
eventually parts, and the lovers 
move on to other relationships. 
Ming almost immediately begins a 
relationship with Robert, a hunky 
blonde California waiter, and 
Oscar slowly begins a relationship 
with Daniel, a Filipino business 
student at Harvard. “ Language 
was written,” the playwright says, 
“because I was interested in why 
people hurt each other mentally 
and verbally. For all its words, 
Language is about what is unsaid. 
Abuse and love are an interesting 
combination.” 


Don’t preach to the 
converted 

Yew says he expected to die “a 
flaming death” with Language in 
New York. “They love to knock 
you down because you’re young,” 
he explains. “They did knock me, 
but not too much. It was tremen¬ 
dously successful, sold-out runs, 
standing ovations, you name it. 
But what was ultimately the most 
heartening was the reaction of the 
straight people, the non-Asian 
people, all of whom reacted 
strongly to the play. 

“That’s what gay theater — or 
any minority theater — should do, 
because these theaters appeal 
mostly to their own communities. 
But how long can you preach to 
the converted before they get 
bored? Minority theater should be 
given to the Newt Gingriches of 
the world because they are the 
ones who affect change. Gay the¬ 
ater has to be for the people. Gay 
people can claim it, but the public 
must come. Otherwise, you might 
as well stay home and perform for 
your friends.” 

The genesis of Yew’s play writ¬ 
ing career began in his native Sin¬ 
gapore when a friend needed an 
AIDS play for his theater. The 
play Yew wrote. As If He Hears, 
embarrasses the writer now (“It’s 
play writing 101,” he says), but it 
did create quite a stir. The first 
play to deal openly with AIDS and 
Singapore’s emerging gay subcul¬ 
ture, Yew’s work was banned by 
the government. Officials suggest¬ 
ed to Yew that he change the main 
character, a gay man, into a 
woman. “I didn’t want to revise 
the play,” Yew says. “But my 
friends guilted me into it — guilt 
is not just a Jewish thing. So I re¬ 
vised the play, but the character is 
still a gay man. I just took out a lot 
of the gay-related stage directions 
and made them more subtle, so 
that the character swivels, he 
minces his way across the room, 
he flourishes. The government ap¬ 
proved it, and on stage the charac¬ 
ter was more flamboyantly gay 
than he was originally.” The play 
was a hit and was later turned into 


a successful television docudrama 
that is still used extensively in 
Singapore schools and colleges. 

Yew says he wants to continu¬ 
ally challenge himself and his no¬ 
tion of gay theater. “When are we 
going to have a gay play that is not 
all about rich white men on vaca¬ 
tion having a wonderful time?” he 
queries. “Where are the problems? 
And I’m not just talking about 
AIDS. Where are the day-to-day 
issues? What about money issues, 
our inability to connect with each 
other? Let’s explore gay people of 
color. Let’s explore gay people 
who are old — these are people 
we should focus on rather than 
going to see young gay men take 
their clothes off. I suppose there’s 
a place for that, but we have an 
overabundance of it right now. 
Where is the play about gay alco¬ 
holics? Where’s the play about 
hopelessness in gay youth? What 
about people who cannot work 
with AIDS patients anymore be¬ 
cause of their frustration over the 
fact that people still insist on hav¬ 
ing unsafe sex? If theater cannot 
address the issues and ask the 
questions, they might as well be 
back doing vaudeville, which died 
a slow death. They had no issues.” 

Life, Yew posits, is like sex: it 
could be great, could be awful, 
could be dangerous. You just never 
know. “But theater,” Yew insists, 
“is safe sex. You can go all the 
way, but you know you’re protect¬ 
ed. You leave and you feel you’ve 
been penetrated in some way. You 
go home to your nice house, but at 
least you have been brushed by 
something important. I hope never 
to stop having questions and will 
never stop wanting to know more. 
Theater is about questions. My 
theater doesn’t answer questions. 
Do audiences want the answers so 
they can go home feeling safe? 
Maybe, but I want them to go 
home and think.” ▼

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West Side Story Star Almost Became a Veterinarian 

From Nerddom to Stardom

hough he’s playing the ill- 
fated street tough Bernardo 
H in the touring production 
SI; of West Side Story, current¬ 
ly at the Orpheum Theatre, Vin¬ 
cent Zamora’s own tale is more of 
a West Coast story. The 
singer/dancer/actor is something 
of a local boy — he grew up in 
Sacramento — who did not dis¬ 
cover the wonderful world of 
show biz until late in high school 
when, like so many other sensitive 
souls, he found his salvation in 
choir and drama club.

“I was such a nerd in high 
school,” Zamora admits backstage 
at the Orpheum between a matinee 
and evening performance last 
week. “I was really into my stud¬ 
ies and didn’t have any outside in¬ 
terests until choir and drama. I 
was the overweight boy that all 
the jocks pushed around in the 
hallway and called fag. I’d walk 
clear out of my way to avoid them. 
But all that had stopped by senior 
year.” 

At 17, Zamora was plucked 
from his high school drama club 
to appear in a community produc¬ 
tion of Scrooge starring Cathy 
Rigby. That show’s choreographer 
tapped several of the boys in the 
chorus to come train at his dance 
studio. Zamora, who had never 
had any dance training, was one of 
them. From there Zamora went on 
to become a member of Sacra¬ 
mento’s Capital City Ballet Com¬ 
pany and discovered his life’s pas¬ 
sion: dancing. 

Persistence paid off 

Zamora says his family was 
disappointed when he chose to 
pursue a career in dance perfor¬ 
mance and musical theater. “I was 
going to go to U.C. Davis to be¬ 
come a horse veterinarian,” 
Zamora says. “But as soon as I 
started performing, I decided that 
there was no way I was going to 
school for another 10 years to be a 
horse doctor.” 

Almost entirely unschooled 
and with only his on-the-job train¬ 


ing, Zamora moved to Los Ange¬ 
les and became a waiter who 
sometimes got roles in videos or 
shows. “I finally put my foot 
down with myself,” the dancer 
says. “I decided that I was going 
to focus on my real career and 
begin auditioning seriously. I’ve 
been getting work ever since, and 
that was about four years ago.” 

Now 30, the strikingly hand¬ 
some Zamora (his father is Span¬ 
ish and his mother is Native 
American and French), is relish¬ 
ing his role as Bernardo, the Puer¬ 
to Rican leader of the Sharks 
whose little sister Maria falls in 
love with Tony, a member of the 
rival white gang, the Jets. “When 
people hear I’m playing Bernar¬ 
do,” Zamora says, “they always 
say, ‘Oh, you play the bad guy.’ 
But I don’t think of him that way 
at all. Bernardo came here looking 
for what everyone came to Ameri¬ 
ca looking for: adventure, fortune 
and a better life. He’s confronted 
with conflict from the white guys 
and he has to stand up for himself. 
He’s like an animal in a comer 


fighting back. He comes from a 
better place than most people 
think.” 

Sweet-natured, Zamora admits 
he finds it difficult to get himself 
all riled up and properly motivated 
to rumble with the Jets eight times 
a week. “There’s so much of 
Bernardo that’s not at all like me. 
He has so much rage and hatred. 
It’s hard to come on stage and hate 
my co-stars, all of whom I like so 
much.” 

Most people know the plot of 
West Side Story, so it won’t be di¬ 
vulging too much to reveal that 
Bernardo is killed during a rum¬ 
ble. Dying night after night is an 
experience Zamora says he finds 
fascinating. “I’ve never had to die 
on stage before,” he says. “It’s 
weird sometimes to have to think, 
‘Oh, I’m dying now.’ There have 
been times when I’m totally con¬ 
sumed with the thought of my 
own death. The acting takes you to 
a strange place without even try¬ 
ing to get there. It’s intense. 
Sometimes I think to myself, ‘I 
have a whole year of doing this. 


Will I survive?”’ 

The cast and crew of West Side 
Story have been on the road since 
September and will head to Japan 
for most of February and March. 
The show is slated to end in 
Toronto in July, but Zamora, like 
most of those involved with the 
show, hopes they will end up on 
Broadway. “We weren’t hired 
with the promise of Broadway, but 
there’s been talk,” Zamora offers. 
“ West Side Story will celebrate 
its 40th anniversary in 1997, and it 
seems to be the thing to do these 
days to bring the great shows back 
for big anniversaries. We’ll see.” 

Thus far, Zamora says his 
greatest moment on stage came 
last year in Long Beach while he 
was playing Paul, the gay charac¬ 
ter in A Chorus Line. During 
Paul’s big monologue about dis¬ 
covering his homosexuality and 
working in a drag club, Zamora 
says he found much with which to 
identify. “There was so much I 
could relate to in my own life 
growing up and my relationship 
with my father. It was amazing to 


go out there every night and open 
up these emotions that were so ac¬ 
cessible. I’d stand there in that 
spotlight and talk openly about 
being gay, and at the end, I’d be in 
tears, just bawling. Then the actor 
playing the director would come 
over and comfort me. I was emo¬ 
tionally raw and did not care that 
people were there. I just sobbed, 
my nose ran, and I did not look 
pretty at all.” 

From the look of things, the 
local boy has made good. The 
“overweight nerd” has evolved 
into a boy, boy, crazy boy. He got 
cool, boy. ▼

in the form of the dramatist’s old 
and trusted friend, Maria Britne- 
va. Lady St. Just, whom the play¬ 
wright had named as co-trustee 
for his infirm sister and principal 
beneficiary of his estate, Rose 
Williams. 

“Although Tennessee had 
given me, in two letters, complete 
access to all the materials previ¬ 
ously unavailable to biographers, 
he neglected to give me the right 
to quote from those materials, par¬ 
ticularly from the journal that he 
had kept during his early life.” 
Anointing herself as Williams’ lit¬ 
erary executor, St. Just threatened 
legal action against any potential 
publisher of Tom. That threat 
blocked publication of the book 
for six years and was not removed 
until early in 1994, when St. Just 
died in London. 

Compelling tale 

Just how the 75-year-old Lev¬ 
erich came to write the biography 
of America’s premier dramatist, a 
man who was openly gay long be¬ 
fore it was acceptable, is a com¬ 
pelling tale. “Tennessee never told 
me why he picked me.. .but I think 
it was because we had the theatre 
in common and because we were 
both gay. He also knew I would 
tell the truth, that I would be fair, 
that I would write with his sins re¬ 
membered. He didn’t want, and I 
was not about to carve, a marble 
bust or write a hagiographic exer¬ 
cise. At the same time, he knew 
that I would not trash him or ex¬ 
ploit his alcoholism, his drug de¬ 
pendency, his homosexuality.” 

The two men met in San Fran¬ 
cisco in 1976, when Leverich pro¬ 
duced one of Williams’ later 
works, The Two Character Play 
(also known as Outcry ), and got 
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Tennessee Williams, left, and Lyle Leverich in the late '70s. 


him good reviews. Earlier, Lev¬ 
erich had impressed the play¬ 
wright by writing a rebuttal to 
Robert Brustein’s “mean-spirited 
and inaccurate review of Ten¬ 
nessee Williams’ Letters to Don¬ 
ald Windham in The New York 
Times. Tennessee wrote to me say¬ 
ing that no one had ever written a 
more eloquent or understanding 
defense of him.” 

' The two became friends and 
colleagues, and when Leverich 
suggested that a book showing the 
professional side of Williams was 
desperately needed, the play¬ 
wright agreed, adding, “Well, you 
write it, baby!” 

“You see,” said Leverich, “I 
felt that Tennessee’s own Memoirs 
had done him a great deal of harm, 
had given homophobic critics 
more ammunition to denigrate his 
stature in the theatre, and I told 
him so. So, the book I proposed, 
which I had imagined as taking a 
Rashomon approach and reflect¬ 
ing multiple viewpoints of him: 


actors, directors, stagehands, cos¬ 
tume and set designers, etc., while 
they were all involved with him 
during production of his plays, 
would balance the equation. 
Williams’ agent. Bill Barnes, 
agreed to represent the book, and 
so I began writing some introduc¬ 
tory chapters, which were bio¬ 
graphical in nature.” 

Leverich sent the chapters to 
Barnes, who passed them on to 
Williams. The playwright had in¬ 
vited Leverich to attend the 
Kennedy Center Awards honoring 
him for his remarkable contribu¬ 
tion to the theatre. Leverich was in 
the lobby after the ceremony 
when Williams spotted him, called 
him over, and introduced him to 
his brother and sister-in-law as his 
“authorized biographer.” Leverich 
admits to being dumbstruck, but 
assumed that Williams was not 
being serious. 

This was in 1979, and Leverich 
soon learned that Williams was in-

class barriers, and reactionary pol¬ 
itics — is with us now more than 
ever in the era of Andrew Sulli¬ 
van, David Brock and Bruce 
Bawer. 

Released in England in 1961, 
and the following year in the U.S., 
Victim tells of Melville Farr (Dirk 
Bogarde), a married, deeply clos¬ 
eted London barrister whose true 
sexuality threatens to become a 
public matter when Boy Barrett 
(Peter McEnery), a youth with 
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whom he’s been discreetly flirt¬ 
ing, commits suicide after being 
arrested by the police for stealing. 
The theft took place, we learn, be¬ 
cause Barrett was being black¬ 
mailed over a compromising 
photo of himself and Farr. Rather 
than try to hush things up and 
spare his loyal-but-confused wife 
(Sylvia Syms), Farr elects to track 
down and expose the blackmail 
ring and avenge his would-be 
lover’s death. In the process, he 
makes his way through an under¬ 
world of blackmail victims who 
include two close friends (Peter 
Copley and Anthony Nicholls) he 
never knew were gay. In the end, 
the ring is destroyed — but so is 
Farr’s marriage. 

Fast-moving and slick, Victim 
is part of a well-established tradi¬ 
tion of socially-conscious melo¬ 
drama that includes films like 
Gentleman’s Agreement (anti- 
Semitism) and Home of the Brave 
(racism). In fact, Victim’s produc¬ 
er-director team, Michael Relph 
and Basil Dearden, scored a major 
success two years earlier with 
Sapphire — a murder mystery that 
exposed growing racial tensions in 
Great Britain. Victim was inspired 
by the “Wolfendent Report,” a 
study of anti-homosexual laws re¬ 
leased by the Church of England’s 
“Moral Welfare Council” in 1957, 
which declared that “homosexual 
behavior between consenting 
adult males in private should no 
longer be a criminal offense.” As 
5,000 copies of the “Report” were 
sold within three hours of its re¬ 
lease, Relph and Dearden saw that 
the issue had a ready-made ap¬ 
peal. But while the “Report” 
downplayed the effect existing 
laws had on blackmail schemes 
(claiming it was “considerably ex¬ 
aggerated in the public mind”), 
the subject had become the focal 
point in the public discussions of 
homosexuality that came in the 
“Report’s” wake. Screenwriters 
Janet Green and John McCormick 
logically saw blackmail as a per¬ 
fect plot lynchpin for a thriller. In 
fact it proved to be doubly effec¬ 
tive as drama in that it allowed 
Victim to explore, as few films had 
done before or since, the class sys¬ 
tem in England. 

Radical, sort off 

“How did you come to know a 
boy like that?” Farr’s wife asks 
him when she learns the young 
suicide was a wages clerk at a 
construction project. It’s the most 
important question in the entire 
film. For in a class-obsessed 
Britain, an upper-crust lawyer like 
Farr is supposed to move in a 
world apart from Barrett. And the 
same sense of remove applies to 
the other men Farr meets in the 
course of his investigation: a 
bookdealer (lower class), a barber 


(lower middle), a car salesman 
(upper middle), an actor (upper 
upper), and an advertising photog¬ 
rapher (an aristocrat). By reveal¬ 
ing gay sexuality to be a transclass 
common denominator, and conse¬ 
quently a fundamental threat to 
the social status quo. Victim is in 
some ways a far more radical 
work than Look Back in Anger. 

Make no mistake — this radi¬ 
calism is quite inadvertent. For 
Victim is in every way the product 
of a convention-ridden British cin¬ 
ema in which the upper classes 
embody virtue and decorum while 
the lower ones “know their place.” 
But because of its subject. Victim 
puts “place” in crisis. The film 
wants Farr to be viewed as a hero¬ 
ic fighter against injustice. But it’s 
of two minds about what he’s 
fighting for. While Victim is unam¬ 
biguously opposed to anti-homo¬ 
sexual laws, it’s far from enthusi¬ 
astic about gay sexuality itself. 

On the one hand, the black¬ 
mailers are a thoroughly loath¬ 
some pair: a bespectacled hysteric 
named Miss Benham (Margaret 
Diamond), who is given to 
screaming “Someone’s got to 
make them pay for their filthy 
blasphemy!”; and a sinister, 
leather-clad “Teddy Boy” named 
Sandy (Derren Nesbit), whom the 
film cleverly pegs as a self- 
loathing closet case. Still, the 
other gays, while sympathetically 
presented, are far from heroic. In 
fact, one of them (in the film’s 
most famous line) sums things up 
by declaring “Nature played me a 
dirty trick.” Between these poles 
stand a number of other figures, 
including a “normal” young cou¬ 
ple (“He hasn’t got what you and I 
have got,” the husband says of 
Barrett to his disapproving wife), 
an unaccountably enlightened po¬ 
lice inspector (“You know that 90 
percent of all blackmail cases 
have a homosexual origin,” he 
tells Farr), and a bouncy fag hag. 
“They’re just not quite normal, 
dear,” she tells the barkeep of a 


local gay-friendly pub who 
snarlingly retorts, “If they ever 
make it legal, they might as well 
license every other perversion.” 

Yes, they’re “unenlightened” 
middle-to-lower class types. But 
the upper classes are no improve¬ 
ment. 

“You’re a sophisticated man,” 
one of the film’s deluxe black- 
mailees remarks in a pivotal scene 
where Farr quizzes a roomful of 
gay upper-crusters. “You know the 
invert’s a part of nature. Sherry?” 

“Why should I be forced to live 
outside the law because I find love 
in the only way I can?” another 
swellegant “invert” chimes in, 
sounding to all the world like a 
Log Cabin Republican. But Farr’s 
reply is far from supportive. 

“You’re a star, Calloway. Peo¬ 
ple like you set a fashion. If young 
people found out how you lived, 
might you not set an example to 
follow?” 

“Of course youth must be pro¬ 
tected. We all agree about that,” 
the sherry offerer says, trying to 
smooth things over. But there’s no 
way to blunt the impact of the 
question he was trying to silence, 
as it was asked by — of all people 
— Dirk Bogarde. 

In 1961, Bogarde’s decision to 
do Victim was seen as nothing 
short of earth-shattering. But just 
as with the coming out of k.d. 
lang and Melissa Etheridge, Vic- 
tim gave Bogarde a career rather 
than ending it. The teary-eyed 
matinee idol of a score of 
women’s “weepies” was now a 
genuine actor. After Victim, Boga¬ 
rde went on to become a central 
figure in international “art” cine¬ 
ma in The Servant, Death in 
Venice, Providence and Despair. 
But all that was still ahead of him 
when he made Victim, in which 
his upswept hairdo and tremulous 
stiff-upper-lip manner go a long 
way towards explaining why he 
once referred to himself as “the 
Lorretta Young of England.” 


“What did you feel for him? I 
have a right to know!” asks 
wronged wifey Sylvia Syms (a 
minor starlet, clearly well out of 
her acting depth) in their big con¬ 
frontation scene. 

“You insist on having it ripped 
out of me?” Bogarde replies. 

“I stopped seeing him because 
I wanted him! I wanted him!” 

Loretta herself couldn’t have 
said it better. But as over-the- 
melodramatic-top as the scene 
may be, it underscores a home 
truth that critic Pauline Kael (who 
defended the film against Time 
magazine’s charge that it present¬ 
ed gays too sympathetically) was 
one of the few to spot. “There is,” 
she noted in her review, “a terribly 
self-conscious and unconvincing 
attempt to distinguish between the 
‘love’ the barrister feels for his 
wife and the physical desire — 
presumably some lower order of 
emotion — that he feels for a boy 
who is more interesting in every 
way than his wife.” 

Kael is right. Victim may be 
awkward and preachy, it may be 
the least homoerotic film ever 
made, but Bogarde’s cry of “I 
wanted him!” retains its power. 
Especially today. ▼

of staunch ineptitude whenever 
two humans try to communicate 
their emotions. 

Under the unpretentious guid¬ 
ance of director Tim Dang, Merv 
Maruyama and Art Desuyo as 
Oscar and Ming strongly convey 
the push and pull of the lovers’ 
dance. 

As the new lovers of the sec¬ 
ond act, Eric Newton as Robert 
the waiter and Alan Quismorio as 
Daniel the business student are 
appealing, but don’t have a great 
deal to do. As the second act ex¬ 
plores the new relationships, the 
play becomes less interesting than 
the frenetic duet of the first act, 
though these new lovers do have 
some fine moments. The heart of 
the play never ceases to be the 
connection between Oscar and 
Ming. 

As an exploration of gay Asian 
relationships, A Language of 
Their Own is fascinating and in¬ 
volving. But it’s when the play 
enters the realm of the universal, 
touching the core of relationships 

— gay, straight, Asian, non-Asian 

— that the words of this Lan¬ 
guage really connect. ▼

deed very serious and began open¬ 
ing important doors for him. “He 
asked friends and associates to 
help me - like Andreas Brown of 
New York’s famed Gotham Book 
Mart. Believe me, I was painfully 
aware of the challenge Tennessee 
had given me. I wondered if I 
could do it. Often in the writing of 
the book I’d look up at his picture 
over my desk and ask him, ‘Why 
me?’ Often I felt like quitting. But 
then I was writing the story about 
a writer who wouldn’t give up 
against far greater odds. A friend 
called him ‘Tenacity’ Williams, 
you know.” 

From 1979 until Williams’ ac¬ 
cidental death from asphyxiation 
early in 1983, the two men met 
frequently in New Orleans, where 
Leverich had moved and where he 
was a production consultant for 
the black musical One Mo ’ Time, 
and in New York. They would go 
to dinner, to movies, and for long 
walks. “I realized that Tennessee 
was telling me the story of the real 
‘Menagerie,’ and it gave me 
tremendous insight into how he 
transmuted his life into his art.” 

Leverich took Williams’ two 
letters of authorization, the second 
one written exactly one month be¬ 
fore his death, as mandates, which 
he now feels he has partially ful¬ 
filled. “That’s the reason I wrote 
Tom - to keep my promise to Ten¬ 
nessee, who, in our last conversa¬ 
tion, asked me if I would finish the 
biography. I assured him I would 
and am half way there. Of course, 
no one could have foreseen that it 
would take so long to get this far. 
But the second book won’t take 
nearly as much time, and I hope to 
have it completed within two to 
three years. It will pick up were 
Tom ends, after the sensational 
opening of Menagerie in New 
York.” 

Unparalleled success 

From 1945 until the early ’60s, 
Williams enjoyed almost unparal¬ 
leled success in the theatre and in 
films. But he was often criticized 
for his allegedly homosexual way 
of looking at people, as though his 
being gay automatically limited 
the universality of his vision. 
Williams had frequently been 
mauled by critics who said that his 
homosexuality colored his view of 
male-female relationships and that 
many of the sexual situations he 
dramatized were not reflective of 
heterosexual life. Leverich be¬ 
comes visibly annoyed by censure 
he regards as thinly disguised at¬ 
tacks on homosexuality in general 
and Williams in particular. 

“Well, maybe to some prudes 
and old-time puritans those asser¬ 
tions are true, but it’s a ridiculous 
criticism, like the one that his fe¬ 
male characters are really trans¬ 
vestites. You don’t hear that from 
women. In fact, these are claims 
that are fast dying off of their own 
absurdity.” 

Leverich naturally deals with 
Williams’ homosexuality - and his 
view of it - and does so candidly, 
as the playwright himself did. “As 
for his viewpoint toward it, well, 
he didn’t believe in heterosexuali¬ 
ty and homosexuality as oppo¬ 
sites. He saw those labels as 
pseudoscientific polarities. He 
recognized an essential ambiguity 
in the sexual nature of men and 
women - a duality of gender.” 

Gore Vidal once said that 
Williams was the first American 
playwright to portray a male as a 
sex symbol - one that women re¬ 
acted to lustfully. Leverich agrees, 
adding, “Yes, and a lot of men did, 
too.” Vidal was referring to Marlon 
Brando in the original production 
of A Streetcar Named Desire. In 
the play, attracted by his sexual 
prowess, Stella stays with Stanley 
despite his brutish behavior. This 
was shocking to audiences in 1947. 

Leverich concurs, adding, “The 
play was ahead of its time in that it 



portrayed Stella, a ‘well-bred’ 
woman, frankly enjoying an open 
sex life with her virile husband. ... 
But the play also illustrates 
women’s financial dependence on 
men, rape and its consequences for 
the woman, and society’s willing¬ 
ness to blame the victim of a rape 
- issues now openly discussed and 
recognized, but considered revolu¬ 
tionary back then.” 

The Glass Menagerie, which 
had opened in New York in 1945, 
also had a revolutionary impact on 
the American stage. Leverich ex¬ 
plained that “the play showed the 
effect on Tennessee of the free 
form of film and of his having 
recently been employed at 
Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer, result¬ 
ing in what he called ‘plastic 
theatre.’ But, more than that, 
his writing lifted the play itself 
into a distinctive realm: an 
amalgam of poetry with prose 
that made him uniquely a 
poet-playwright.” 

Leverich points out that 
Menagerie’s still being 
played all around the world. 

He attributes its universal 
appeal to “a theme com¬ 
mon to us all: family. I 
think the three great 
American plays are 
O’Neill’s Long Day’s 
Journey Into Night, 

Arthur Miller’s Death of a 
Salesman and Tennessee’s The 
Glass Menagerie. They’re all con¬ 
cerned with the tragedy of failing 
to communicate within the family 
and of what agonies family mem¬ 
bers visit upon one another in the 
name of love.” 

One of the funniest parts of 
Tom deals with Williams’ brief 
tenure at Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer, 
where Leverich puts to rest the 
myth that Tennessee wrote a 
screenplay for Lana Turner. 
“What he really did was to turn in 
some dialogue for a film called 


rupted and he joined the Navy. He 
served in the South Pacific and, 
because of malaria attacks, was 
medically discharged. He “fell 
into” producing in San Francisco 
after initially working in various 
writing jobs in Hollywood, in 
films, trying to become an accred¬ 
ited screenwriter. 

His credits as a producer are 
impressive: he served as artistic 
director of a festival 
in the 5000-seat am¬ 
phitheater on Mt. 
Tamalpais, presenting 
artists of the caliber of 
Agnes Moorehead and 
Duke Ellington; he and a 
partner reopened the 
3000-seat Orpheum The¬ 
atre with revivals of Hair 
and The Man of La Man¬ 
cha-, he was also a partner 
in the 500-seat Presenta¬ 
tion Theatre, and then took 
over the Equity-waiver 
99-seat Showcase Theatre. 
But he has little nostalgia for 
that long-ago life. 

“Filling seats - a produc¬ 
er’s life - is not the easiest of 
occupations. At my age, the 
life Tennessee created for me, 
as his biographer, is 
full-to-overflowing enough.” 

After completing the second 
volume on Williams, Leverich 
plans to “revise a novel, which is 
based on a screenplay I’ve writ¬ 
ten. Also, I’ve been thinking of a 
biographical novel, but I can tell 
you for sure, the subject will have 
to be dead a hundred years or I 
won’t do it!” 

Meanwhile, the plaudits the 
author has received from The New 
York Times, The San Francisco 
Chronicle, The Los Angeles Times, 
The Baltimore Sun, The Washing¬ 
ton Post, The New Yorker, Time 
and Entertainment Weekly, among 
many others, have stimulated 
sales and given him genuine satis- 


Marriage Is a Private Affair, 
which he said Miss Turner found 
difficult to speak. He was soon 
taken off the film, suspended but 
on salary, and finally let go. He 
was careful with the money he 
made and used it to write The 
Glass Menagerie. But the time he 
spent at MGM wasn’t wast¬ 
ed. Film as 


form intrigued him. He 
told me...that he would have pre¬ 
ferred films to the stage except 
that only in the theatre could he 
enjoy not just the freedom but the 
protection and standing denied the 
screenwriter.” 


Impressive credits 

Leverich’s own life began in 
New York with his ambition to be 
a playwright. He had a play in 
production starring Diana Barry¬ 
more when Pearl Harbor inter- 
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faction. “The initial printing of 
35,000 copies seems to be selling 
out quickly, and the book has been 
out just a little more than two 
months, which is great. The pub¬ 
lisher originally thought Tom 
would be a ‘backlist’ work, al¬ 
though that perception has 
changed. But we shouldn’t be sur¬ 
prised: Tennessee Williams was 
frequently big box office. I’m 
happy that the public is eager to 
learn the truth about this important 
literary figure. But I’m just the 
medium through which he chose 
to tell his story.” ▼
